The attending physicians report that the 
symptoms of the President at this hour are 

as satisfactory as could be expected. He has 
taken nourishment fairly well, although 
there was slight nausea this afternoon. The 
suppurative discharge from the wound con- 
tinues, but has a perfectly normal and 
healthy appearance. The President awoke 
atil:i5p. m., after sleeping continuously 
from 8 o’clock, and sald he felt better than 
he had during the day. He is now resting 
quietly. The basement of the Execu- 
tive Mansion is gradually assuming 
the appearante of an extensive ma- 
chineshop or model-room. Every’ hour 
adds to the number of engines, ventilating 
fans, steam-blowers, electric motors, and re- 
frigerating mechanical devices which in- 
ventors from all parts of the country are of- 
fering the attending surgeons, with the as- 
surance that they will lower the temperature 
ef the President's room from ten to thirty 
degrees. From the basement near the main 
Entrance come faintly the lum and biss of 
the eugiue and boiler taken from a steam- 
launch at the Navy-Yard and brought here 
to run the blower or fan which is forcing 


| artificially cooled air, or, to speak more cor- 


recly, air which is supposed to be 
artificially cooled, into the President’s 
chamber. At the eastern end of the mansion 
lies a large iron boiler, which is shortly to 
be brought in and set up to furnish more 
power, and near it stands one of the city 
fire engines, which was used last night in 
an ufisuceessfal attempt to refrigerate air 
by alternate compression and expansion. 
In the Cabinet officers’ room stands a me- 
chanical deviee resembling the wooden 
towers on wheels used in aneient warfare. 
In the lower hall, an apparatus which looks 
a little like an old-fashioned; sign-post at a 
country cross roads is rotating slowly on an 
axis formed by its upright shaft, sweeping 
its one arm in a wide circle like a halt dis- 
mantled winduiill.

MIDNIGIIT. 

A solitary sentry stands guard at the iron 
gate of che Presidential mansion. Within 
there is quiet and hope. Secretary Blaine, 
who recently left, said: “It is all well. We 
are very confident of his recovery.” Dr- 
Reyburn said: Ile is doing very well. There 
is nothing unusual or unexpected in the 
symptoms to-night. It may be many days 
before the fever will subside. We cannot 
predict its exact period. Of course, there is 
a danger that the sloughing of the wound 
may affect some of the larger blood-vessels, 
and secondary hemörrhage may ensue.” 

“Has ube President’s stomach troubled 
hin any toxlay ?” 

“Yes, in aslight degree, he has suffered 
from nausea this evening, It is nothing seri- 
ous however.’ 

While Dr. Reyburn's professional utter- 
ances Were ecautious,—perhaps the more so on

One of the President’s physicians 
who has been counted the least hopeful is 
understood to have said to members of the 
Cabinet this evening that, if he could have 
nmpped out a case for recovery, he could 
not have set down more 
symptoms than those which have been thus 
far developed in the President's case.

CAPT. WALKER’S WOUND.

RubsvaLk. N. C., July 9.—Interest has 
been excited here, especially among physi- 
clans, who now expect President Garfield’s 
certain recovery, by the discovery that Capt. 
David A. Walker, an ex-Confederate soldier 
living near here, was wounded exactly in the 
same place as the President. Every one Of 
Capt. Walker’s symptoms at the time were ex- 
actly the same as have been developed in the 
case of the President. It was aflirmed, in Capt. 
Walker’s case, as in the President's, that he 
could not possibly recover, but, after four 
weeks’ confinement, he was able to join his 
regiment, with the bullet still in his body. It 
has never been extracted, despite the efforts 
of many physicians to get at it, and they 
have not been able to ascertain where the 
ball is. 


ON THE MORNING THAT GARFIELD WAS 
SHOT, 


Capt. Walker got up from the breakfast- 
table and remarked that his wound pained 
him very much, The pain continued until 
the evenifig, when he heard of the attempt 
on the President’s life and how he was 
wounded. He then said to Mrs. Walker: 
“The President's wound is in every respect 
like mine, and, with careful nursing and the 
treatment 1 received, he will certainly get 


well.“ 
OUTSIDE OPINION.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Inguiry among 
many physiclans who are watching the 
President’s case, and who have inside views 
of the case not given to the public, develops 
opinion that while the President may possi- 
bly recover, yet so many dangers still attend 
his ease that it is by no means safe to posi- 
tively predict his recovery.

ONE OF HIS PHYSICIANS 
says: While he is sleeping, the wound has 
every facility for healing, and the only ob- 
stacle to the process is found in the Inclina- 
tion of the President to talk during his wak- 
ing hours. He is, all things considered, a 
very obedient patient, but it is impossible to 
keep him silentall the time. As he expressed 
it yesterday; when a thing gets on his mind, 
he has to let it off, but he talks very little, in 
obedience to the orders of the doctors, and 
for the last twenty-four hours he has said 
very little.

THE SITUATION, 
A WEEK AGO YESTERDAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., July A—A week ago 
to-day the President was struck down by tlie 
bullet of a would-be assasin. A week ago 
to-morrow the worshiping congregation at 
Williamstown was startled from their sad 
devotion by the message from the President 
to Dr. Hopkins, announcing his improve 
ment—startled so that they rose in their pews 
and cheered. Since the first good news 
began to come in, Saturday night, the ten- 
dency of the President has been wwards re- 
covery, with the exception of a few hours 
on Monday night That was the only 
time when some progress was not 
made. There were some who gave 
up hope from the first. There are some who 
have very little hope now, but, that night, no 
one had any hope for the President’s life. It 
seems to have been the turning-point, fer, 
ever since, he has mended rapidly,—more 
rapidly, the physicians say, than could have 
been expected, until, this morning, he woke 
up with ea better color than he has had since 
the shooting. 

TUE COUNTRY IS BEGINNING TO BELIEVE 
what the President hag believed from the 
first—that he will recover. The pall of hor- 
ror that hung over the place until Tuesday 
morning has given wayto the airof glad 
cheerfulness which characterizes a sick-room 
from which danger has passed, and where 
the endeavor is to carefully guard the patient 
from its return. The nerves of the doctors 
are not on such a strain. They take more 
rest, and talk more freely. They go and come 
more frequently, and are taking some of the 
rest they so much need. 

OUTSIDE, 
the people who are always suspicious of the 
doctors, say that the first diagnosis was ex- 
aggerated, that the wound has never been 
dangerous. Last Saturday the streets were 
full of doleful croakers, who shook their 
heads and said that the doctors:;were deceiv- 
ing the public by not telling the worst. 
“Why,” said one man, “if he dies they 
won't let it be known for twenty-four hours.” 
It was not explained what good could be ae- 
complished by keeping such a secret, but to- 
day the theory that the wound has never 
been a sérious one grows stronger. The

The 
true and manly sorrow at the President’s 
danger which was universal has given way 
to a cheerful hope, and people who must 
have something to talk about in the dull sea- 
son are beginning to permit thelr jealousies 
to run away with them, and to drag the 
quarrels of physicians and politicians into 
their talk of the President’s illness. They

The steady improvement of the Presi- 
dent's condition, and his wonderful mastery 
over every circumstance thus far, inspire all 
with strong faith in his ultimate recovery. 
The confidence of Mr. Garfield’s attending 
physicians is in ho wise abated. His 
progress towards e¢onvalescence is nec- 
essarily slow, bet as long as_ it 
leads in that direction there is reason for a 
constantly-increasing faith in his recovery. 
Every day gained, without any unfavorable 
reaction, is a great gain. The upward tend- 
ency Of the President’s pulse and tempera- 
ture yesterday is the natural result of the es- 
tablishment of suppuration from his wound. 
It is not regarded with anxiety. The case 
continues encouraging. The fact that he 
has lived through seven days of suffering, 
and that no symptoms of peretonitis have as 
yet set in, gives strong hope of recovery. 

It MAY BE MANY DAYS YET, 
however, before he passes in a state of se- 
cure convalescence. ‘The President has 
passed comfortably, and without disturbing 
syinptoms, through one of the days which 
the physicians and those acquainted with his 
wound regard as a critical period. Both Gen. 
Swainand Col. Corbinsaid last night that they 
looked forward to the next two or three days 
with great anxiety. The President i8 not 
yet out of danger by any means, but, if none

THE WORST IS OVER, 
The good fortune in the case thus far has 
been chiefly negative,—that is, several of the 
serious and commonly fatal consequences of 
wounds of this deseription have thus far 
been averted, or at least avoided, until the 
time has now been reached when some of 
these accidents need not be greatly feared. 
Most persons who have been wounded simi- 
larly to the President, if they died from the 
effects of the injury at all have died within 
a week. The public have become so ac- 
customed to the cheering bulletins of the past

HOW SICK AND WEAK HE Is. 

After the lapse of a week he is still seareely 
able to move his linibs, is forbidden to speak 
except as is imperatively necessary, is a 
constant sufferer from the pains of the 
wound, can only partake of food in the most 
limited quantity, carefully selected and pre- 
pared, canhot bear the slightest excitement, 
even the presence of friends in the sick 
chamber, or the messages of sympathy and 
affection which come in from all parts of the 
world, and sleeps only in short, feverish naps, 
and then in part under the influence 
of sedative drugs. 
very sick chamber, and while we may justly

The argument used by the Bucks 
against Lapham and Miller is that, should 
they be elected, being Congressmen, the 
Democrats may obtain control of the 
House of Representatives, but as many of 
the Bucks voted for Crowley, who is a Con- 
gressman, and as all of them have indorsed 
Conkling and Platt, whose resignations made 
a Democratic majority in the United States 
Senate, it would seem that they have not 
always been so solicitous for the supremacy 
of the Republican party. Their argument, 
besides, is a very weak one. Miller and Lap- 
ham represent strongly Republican districts, 
and the election of Republicans as their suc- 
cessors is a foregone conclusion, The fact 
is, the Bucks are desperate, and seize on the 
flimsiest pretexts to justify their unpatriotic 
and unrepublican course. 

Tur rake’s progress has had another ex- 
emplification in the case of the Buck mem- 
bers of the New York Legislature, who be- 
gan by voting for Conkling because no can- 
cus had been held, and now continue to vote 
for him because a caucus has been regularly 
called and held and somebody else nomi- 
nated.

In other words, 
they give notice to the caucus, “ We will 
vote for your manif he happens to be our 
man, but we will not vote for him ff he hap- 
pens to be anybody else.” The apologetic 
and insincere explanations of their votes 
given by Senator Astor and a few other 
Bucks yesterday, to the effect that they are 
afraid to vote for members of Congress lest 
the Republican majority of the House should 
be lost, was promptly riddlei by Senator 
Woodin’s observation that they had already 
voted for Mr. Crowley, who is likewise a 
member of the House. The Bucks should 
devote Sunday to prayerful consideration of 
the Senatorial question. If they shall per- 
sist in forcing Conkling, and him only, upon 
the Legislature, they will receive and merit 
the condemnation of Republicans of 
all factions in every part of the coun- 
try. They will then be called upon to 
choose between the Republican party and 
the Democratic party; between Conklingism 
and Republicanism. We shall look with 
some interest to see what choice they will 
make, and particularly how far the Buck 
spoils-hunting organs in the West will follow 
them. What does the Chicago ’Tween- 
Damps have to say about the “bolter” ? 
Does it approve in New York the bolting 
which it condemned bitterly a few months 
ago in Pennsylvania?

The 
desirable residence property is a narrow 
strip along the lake and the avenues in the 
North ana South Divisions. The North 
Division is rapidty filling up between Clark 
and the lake and the river and Lincoln Park. 
In the South Division the lake bounds the 
district on one side and State street on the 
other. The boulevards, of which Michigan 
avenue will be the most sought, will form 
the centre of the residence property south, 
and the parallel avenues are only few in 
number. Residence property in this ,city 
never reached the same fancy prices that 
similar property brought in cities like New 
Yorkand Boston, and there is nne 
for it to grow in value. 

From now on for some years to come it 
may be expected that there will be considera- 
ble speculation in Chicago real estate. But 
the real hope of future value lies in the pros- 
pect of future improvement. If everybody 
should buy real estate to hold for a rise 
without putting it to actual use the scheme 
would be as much of a bubble as some of the 
stocks which gamblers have been “ bulling”’ 
foracouple of years past, and the ultunate 
collapse would be equally certain. But if 
Chicago continues to grow, its business to 
increase, and its suceessful men to grow 
richer, the improvements of residence prop- 
erty on the line of the avenues and boule- 
vards will be numerous and layish; and that 
class of property, by reason of its limitation, 
will acquire a larger, and at the same time 
more permanent, value than would have 
been believed possible even before the panic.

HE IS NOT INSANE. 

The Hon. Emery A. Storrs discusses at 
considerable length the question of the 
wretch Guiteau’s mental status. Mr. Storrs 
holds to the theory that Guiteau was insane. 
Many people, for the sake of human nature, 


would like to believe the same. In this 


spirit Mr. Storrs remarks: “I would much 
prefer to believe that a crazy man attempted 
the life of our good President than that a 
sane man did it.“ 
vestigation of the subject of Guiteau’s 
mental status with the wish to reach a cer- 
tain conclusion, we shall, in all human 
probability, reach that conclusion regardless 
of the merits of the case. But this is not 
what the country wants: it wants to know 
the fact, whatever that fact may be. If 
Guiteau was insane when he shot the Presi- 
dent, that fact robs the murderous act of 
much of its significance. But if Guiteau 
was sane when he committed the horrid 
deed, the country wants to know that fact,— 
wants to have it demonstrated. The coun- 
try doesn’t want to be deceived, and so lured 
to a false security. The country, unlike Mr. 
Storrs, does not prefer’’ to believe Guiteau 

y; it demands, at the proper time, a 

rehing, impartial investigation after the 
truth,—an investigation to discover whether 
the would-be assasin is or is not responsible 
for his act. 

Mr. Storrs says: “It is clear that Guiteau 
has for years been laboring under delusions 
In support of this theory 
Mr. Storrs cites Guiteau’s speech, printed 
but not delivered, which he thought was 
“instrumental in securing the election of 
Garfield.” But this is evidence only of a 
profound egotism, even if Guiteau honest 
ly entertained the opinion. Numerous ob- 
scure persons of only ordinary capacity be- 


lieve that they exert an immense influence 


upon public affairs. Prominent politicians 
frequently indulge this illusion. When 
Dorsey was told that he carried the State of 
Indiana for Garfield he did not seek to dls- 
pel the illusion, It was said that Conkling 
carried New Tork, and he was silent. It 
was declared that Grant saved the day, 
and he was silent also. Whenever, upon 
occasion, a man is elected to office by one 
majority, hundreds of voters claim, by rea- 
son of peculiar circumstances, to have cast 
that particular vote, But what reason is 
there to credit Guiteat with honesty in the 
expressed belief that he secured the election 
of Garfield by that “absurd” speech?, He 
wanted an office,.nade up his mind to apply 
for one, andimpudently claimed the honor 
of having carried the election as a means 
of strengthening his claim. He is a 
notorious liar, and there is no evi- 
dence that his assertion that he had 
carried the election was anything more 
than an impudent pretense put forth in aid 
of his ambition. Nor does his application 
for the place of Minister to Austria tend 
even to prove insanity. It is a common trick 
of mendacious officeseekers to make appli- 
cation fora high place with the deliberate 
purpose of strengthening their chances of 
securing a low place. Our readers will re- 
member the case related by Gen. Jackson of 
the oflicesceker who demanded from him a 
first-class foreign mission and finaliy offered 
to compromise on a pair of the General’s 


*ancient breeches, 


Mr. Sterrs says of Guiteau: “His mind 
had been running constantly on himself.“ 
True, but of what politician intensely seek- 
ing office is this not true? It is proverbial 


that officeseeking politics leads up to su 


preine selfishness.. Egotism may render a 
man ridiculous, and selfishness may make a 
man blind, and cruel, and wicked, but neither 
egotism nor selfishness is fegal evidence of

Guitedu had an absorbing passion for no- 
toriety, but this passion is no evidence of 
the insanity of him who indulges it. This 
passion .is often the bane of the clearest, 
brightest intellects, and leads them to the 
commission of crimes, but affords no valid 
ground for the defense of insanity. Egotism, 
selfishness, and love of notoriety undoubtedly 
tend-to create illusions in the mind which 
becomes a prey to these bad passions: and 
these illusions may lead to the commission 
of crime. 

Guiteau indulged the illusion that he could 
secure an office from President Garfield. Tle 
followed up the illusion for months. But 
six weeks ago he realized that it was an illu- 
sion. Had he been insane he would not 
have detected the illusive character of his 
ambition. The fact that he did detect it is 


very strong evidence of his sanity. But 


there is better evidence behind. When he 
realized the hopelesness of his pursuit of 
office, he resolved to be revenged on the man 
by whom he had been foiled. Heresolved to 
shoot the President, Thereupon he ceased 
to importune him for office and perfected his 
plans to kill him. 

In the celebrated ease of H 
for shooting at the King, Mr. Ers 
course of his argument in behalf of the pris- 
oner. thus stated the conditions of insanity: 
“I cannot allow the protection of insanity to 
a man who only exhibits violent passions and 
malignant resentinents, acting upon real cir-

der notwithstanding the plea of insanity, 
contrasting it with the one at bar—that of 
Hadfield. One Johnson aided the wife of 
Lord Ferrers in securing a divorce, and also 
deprived him of a certain contract respecting 
mines. Says Mr. Erskine: Lord Ferrers 
took up the most violent resentment against 
him. Let me here observe, gentlemen, that 
this was not a resentment founded upon any 
illusion; nota resentment forced upon a 
distempered mind by fallacious images, but 
depending upon actual circumstances and 
real facts; and, acting like any other man 
under the iufluence of malignant passions, 
he repeatedly declared that he would be re- 
venged on Mr. Johnson,” 

Mr. Erskine proceeds: “ Now suppose 
Lord Ferrers could have shown that no dif- 
ference with Mr. Johnson had ever existed 
regarding his wife at all.— that Mr. Johnson 
had never been his steward,—and that he had 


situation in life was quite different. Sup 


tion had alone suggested to him that he had 
been thwarted by Johnson in his contract 
for these coal-mines; in short, that the whole 
basis of his enmity was without any founda- 
tion in nature, and had been shown to have 
been a monmbid image imperiously fastened 
upon his mind.” 

This state of facts Mr. Erskine says would 
have established Lord Ferrers’ insanity. But 
the circumstances which provoked the anger 
of Lord Ferrers were shown to exist not as 
an illusion in his mind, but as a fact, 
“his resentment proceeded to the fatal 
consummation with all the ordinary 
indications of mischiéf and malice,” and 
yhen the act was done he said, ‘I am glad 
I have done it. He was a villian and 1 am 
revenged.’” But “when he afterward saw 
that the wound was probably mortal, and 
that it involved consequences, he desired the 
surgeon to take all possible care of his 
patient.”’ 

This is almost an exact parallel to the case 
of Guiteau. The offi¢e Guiteau wanted ex- 
isted; the President controlled the disposi- 
tion ot the office; Gulteau demanded that it 
should be given to him; the President re- 
fused his applicati Then Guiteau re- 
solved to be revengeg on the man who stood 
in the way of the accomplishment of his 
purpose; he planned jmurder; he lay in wait 
for his victim; he shot him; he expressed his 
satisfaction at the act, and later regretted 
that death had not already resulted, and 
like Lord Ferrers felt fear for his own safety, 
desiring to be lodged un jail to avoid the 
apprehended vengeance of the populace. 

The case of Arnold who shot at Lord 
Onslow is also similar o that of Guiteau. 
Arnold frequently declared that Lord 
Onslow would ruin bis country,“ just as 
Guiteau sald Garfield would ruin the Repub- 
lican party. Mr. Erskine\pronounced Ar- 
nold’s crime to bea case of human resent- 
ment.” Soot the case of ong Oliver who shot 
one Wood because the latter ſhad refused him 
his daughter in marriage. When next he 
met the man he regarded as an enemy, 
„ brooding over the injury he had suffered, 
he shot him upon the spot.“ Says Mr. Er- 
skineofhim: “He was a man acting upon 
existing facts, and upon humagi resentments 
connected with them.” „Neither did 
he go to Mr. Wood’s under the influence of 
dliusion, but he went to destroy the life of a 
man who was placed exactly im the circum- 
stances which the mind of the criminal 
represented him.” 

Judged by these standards, Guiteau is a 
vindictive, malignant devil, entitled to suffer 


the severest penalties of the Jaw. 
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THE CANAL PUMPING-WORKS. 

The bids have been openeal for furnishing 
the new pumping-works which are to be lo- 
cated at or near Bridgeport for the purpose 
of supplying the canal with sufficient water 
to carry off the drainage of both branches of 
the Chicago River. These bids range from 
$147,500 to $200,000. They are gpparenily on 
about the same plane, and the variance in 
cost is regulated by actual power which 
it is proposed to furnisa. It wili be for the 
City Engineer to determine whether the 
engines of lesser cot and relatively less 
power have the capacity to do the work re- 
quired—viz.: the raising of 60,000 cubic 
feet of water per minute at a hight of eight 
feet, or do the bids really mean to raise 40,- 
000 cubic feet of waterieight feet above the 
present level of the water in the canal? The 
canal now flows, say about 20,000 cubic feet 
a minute on adepth of about five feet at the 
shallowest places. The proposition, a8 we 
understand it, is to add & maximum of elght 
feet in depth to the pres@nt depth, which will 
increase the present flow'by 40,000 cubic treet 
per minute, making a total of 60,000. Which- 
ever of the bids shall be aceepted, itis now 
certain that the entire cost of the new works. 
including the shed and all accessories, will 
come within $250,000,—a mere bagatel in 
comparison with the benefits to Chicago and 
the towns along the line of the canal and 
river which may be reasonably expected 
from the vastly increased volume aud flow of 
water. 

The requirement from the pumps is that 
the water in the canal at the point where the 
works may be located shall be raised eight 
feet higher than the present canal-level. 
This increased depth cannot. fail to produce 
the desired results. The greatest complaints 
of the insufficiency of the canal in its pres- 
ent condition to carry off the sewage come 
in the winter. The water with a depth of 
about five feet, two of which were frozen at 
the top in solid ice last winter, has a necessa- 
rily sluggish movement. But if eight feet 
be added to this depth at this end, there will 
be eleven feet of water under the ice instead 
of three feet, as was the case last winter, and 
the fall will be strong and rapid. 

It is not probable that it will be necessary 
to keep the pumps'at work constantly nor to 
their full capacity, At times a supply of 
half the quantity of water which the pumps 
will be able to raise ‘will be sufficient, and 
at other times it may not be necessary to use 
them at all. In this respect the experience 
will probably be much the same as at the 
Fullerton avenne works, constructed for 
the benefit of the.North Branch, There are 
times in the spring floods when the water in 
the canal flows into the river and thence 
into the lake. 

‘This expenditure of a quarter of a million 
dollars will practically accomplish all the re- 


ne, inthe sults for many years to come which the fur- 


ther widening and deepening of the canal 
would achieve. To enlarge the canal bv 
widening and deepening to secure a dis- 
charge of 60,000 cubic feet per min- 
ute would prebably cost from six to 
eight millions of ‘Gollars. The price

What trades, then, shall be admitted? (And, 
if you name two or three, or more, as was doue 
in the report of the Industrial Schoui uf St Louis, 
by what process are the ones to be taught se- 
leoted, and these not to be taught rejected: 
The industrint cecupavons of a people cannot 
be counted upon the ungers of one's hand. They 
number hundreds and even thousands. 


If “Ex-Pedagog” had read the articles he 
refers to with any care he would have learned 
that the “Industrial School of St. Louis“ 
not only does not teach “two or three or 
more“ trades; it does not teach any specific 
trades. If he had read the ariicles in ques- 
tion with the care of honest inquiry he would 
have learned the exact theory of Prof. Woagd- 
ward, the Director ef the school, in. his own 
language—namely: “Shwuld we not ab- 
stract all the mechanical processes, and man- 
ual arts, and typical tools of the trades and 
occupations of men, and arrange asystematic 
course of instruction in the same, and then 
incorporate it Into our system of education ? 
Thus, without teaching any one trade, we 
teach the essential mechanical prineiples of 
aul. The thousands of tools used in the arts 
are but modifications of a few simple ele- 
ments. The universal tools are scarce- 
ly more than a half dozen in number.“ It 
will be observed that the quoted remarks of 
“Ex-Pedagog ”’ have no application whatever 
to the subject matter of the discussion, for the 
simple reason that he entirely misapprehends 
it. In familiar phrase, he don’t know what 
ne is talking about.““ He denounces as “ ut- 
terly impractical and absurd” a scheme of 
education which it is not proposed to intro- 
duce. 

“ Ex-Pedagog ” commits himself to this 
proposition : 

Moreover, I venture to assert that the object 
of the comuton-school system is not, primarily, 
to enable people to make a living, or to accumu- 
late money. It is not nevded for this purpose. 
A man Who can neither read nor write can make 
'money,—can even become wealthy, may even, 
paraduxigal as it may seem, be an educated 
man. 

A brief analysis will show, we think. that 
this is, to say the least, an extraordinary 
proposition. It will be conceded that a prime 
object of any system of public education in a 
free and equal government is to make good 
and useful citizens; and it will not be denied 

that, as a rule, it is easier for an educated 
than an uneducated man to make a living.“ 
The man who canuot “make a living” be- 

comes a tramp, a vagrant, or a criminal. It 
would therefore seem to be a prime object of 

all educational systems to enable people to 
‘make a living,” “ Ex-Pedagog” will probably 
concede that one object of the common-sehool 

system is to deter men from erime, But of 
487 convicts consigned to the State Peniten- 
tiary for the Eastern District of Pennsylva- 
nia in 1879, five-sixths had attended public 

school, and a greater proportion were with- 
out trades. Indeed, the report states that not 
five mechanics were received into the institu- 
tion during the year. In 1878, of the 1,167 
couvicts in the IIlIinois Penitentiary, “only 
12 per cent Knew anything about any useful 
branch of labor,” althougi 80 per cent could 
read and write. It would seem that a knowl 
edge of the use of mechanical tools is better: 
calculated to keep men out of the Peniten- 
tiary than a knowledge of letters.

THE ENGLISH VOLUNTEER REVIEW. 

Yesterday was a great day for Old En- 
gland, having been set apart for the review 
of the volunteers before tne Queen in Wind- 
sor Park. All of Engtand that could get into 
the park, it is to be presumed, witnessed the 
spectacle, with the exception of the Houses 
of Lords and Commons, for whose accommo- 
dation Prince Christian, “ Ranger of the 
Park,” had declined to reserve any seats. 
The omission roused a spirit of indignation 
in both Houses, as well it might, considering 


that the Prince in his official capacity has 


had nothing else to do for a year or more in 
earning the salary which Parliament votes 
him. 
tendance must have been gratified at the 
unusual spectacle of 114 regiments of 
all arms, numbering more than 50,000 
men in scarlet, parading and executing 
their maneuvres in the beautiful park. 
Twenty-eight English and two Welsh 
counties were represented in the review, and 
this large number of volunteers was brought 
to London, viewed, and reviewed, and sent 
home again on the same day, which is quite 
as remarkable as a feat in railroad transpor- 
tation as it is from,a military point of view. 

It was the largest military review ever 
held in England,—that which was made in 
honor of the Sultan of Turkey in 1867 
amounting only to 28,000 men in line. The 
day was made a general holiday, so far as 
London was concerned. All volunteers en- 
gaged in the public service who could pos- 
sibly go were granted leave of absence for 
the day, and this example was followed by 
nearly all classes of employers, Every one 
enjoyed it excepting the disgruntled mem- 
bers of Parliament whom Prince Christian 
had snubbed and left out in the cold to 
stand round on tip-toe and see as much as 
they could of the martial pageant. 

In the efficiency of the English volunteers 
there has been a marked improvement, which 
is noted with satisfaction by the English 
journals, Itis said that while their organ- 
ization is still imperfect and fragmentary, 
“they are efficient in the groundwork of 
drill, they furnish a large percentage of ac- 
complished marksmen, they deyote them- 
selves more and more assiduously to continu- 
ous instruction in the field and under canvas, 
they are accustomed to combined movements 
in battalions and brigades, their numbers 
are maintained from year to year without 
diminution.”” This is reassuring testimony 
as to the progress ofa people who are not 
very prone to soldiering, especiaily in the 
volunteer ranks. Itis probable, however, 
that the necessity has become apparent. 
The volunteer organization of Great Britain, 
which was inaugurated in 1859, had its origin 
in the grave suspicion which the people 
had of the intentions of Louis Napoleon 
when he assembled a great army at Bou- 
logne. The relations between France and 
England are not even so cordial now as they 
then were. The recent disposition of France 
to extend her territorial area beyond seas,” 
especially in the North of Africa,—an exten- 
sion which is fast bringing her to the very 
sands of Egypt, are not looked upon with- 
out jealousy by the British people, the more 
so because France moves on with perfect in- 
difference to English suggestions or pro- 
tests. It is possible that England recognizes 
the likelihood of a collision at a no very dis- 
tant day, and feels that her supremacy over 
the watery boundary between herself and 
France and her defense against any menace 
of invasion may be best maintained by a 
large and efficient home-guard. While all the 
nations of Europe are increasing their forces, 
and no one can tell where the storm may first 
strike, England is acting wisely iu placing 
her volunteers upon the strongest possible 


footing.

The Negroes of Biehinond, Va., Great- 
ly Excited Over.a Series of Disasters, 
All of Which Ate Attributed to the 
Comet.

Ricumonp, Va., July 9&—The negroes in 
this city are wildty excited over a series of 
disasters which they attribute to the ap- 
pearance of the comet. The consequence is 
that hundreds of them are now beginning to 
protess religion, and are fust becoming con- 
verted at the most remarkable times and

places. The day before the attempted as- 


sasination of President Garfield, a colored 
man, they state, a stranger. appeared in this 
city, and in a warning voice said: “The 
comet’s tail is up,” and then proceeded 
to tell them to look out for 
great disasters which were foretold 
when the comet’s tail ds up. Be 
this is a myth or not, it has carried a pro- 
found impression of terror toa large num- 
ber of the more superstitious and uneducated 
of the race, which the day before yesterday 
was still further increased by the astound- 
ing electrical phenomena noticed in the 
heavens just before sunset, when the whole 
sky was illuminated by strong lights, chang- 
ing and flashing like burnished brass and 
assuming all colors. This was attributed to 
the bursting of the comet, and some of the 
would-be philosophers among the colored 
people set down as the cause of this spectacle 
that the comet had done burst,“ and affirmed 
with all the eager xesticulation character- 
istic of the excited African that the red-hot 
contents of the bursted coinet were fast near- 
ing the earth, which would soon be roasted 
by the fiery overflow, and they warned all to 
seek religion at once if they would save 
themselves.

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CITY SANITATION. 


The Health Department Backs Up 
the Legisiature’s Tenement- 
House Law, 

And Will See That No More Sewer- 
Holes Are Used as Human 
Habitations. 


The Weekly Report of the Laspectors Emphasizes 
the Heed of Such a Reform. 


Sensible Measures to Prevent the Introduo- 
tion of Small-Pox from Abroad. 


The Law Department to Decide Who Should 
Build the Morgue—Other Health Matters. 


BACKING THE LEGISLATURE. 

The new State law regulating tenement and 
lodging- houses went into effect on the Ist inst.. 
and Commissioner De Wolf has completed his 
preparations for enforcing it, the tenement- 
house inspectors having received tastructions 
yesterday to commence the work to-morrow 
morning. The law itself has already been pub- 
lished in Tau Trrsune, and there is, therefore, 
no necessity for repeating its provisions. The 
following ** general conditions,” or iastructions 
from the Heaith Department to its officers, how- 
ever, are pew and will, if carried out, materially 
assist in the execution of the law: 

Ventilation of rooms.—Every Rabitable room 
must have at least ove window opening directly 
5 the street or yard, or upon à court or light- 

t. 4 
Light and air shaft. — Every light and air 
shaft for habitable rooms must be at least 
tweive; squure feet in area for a three-story 
house, sixteen square feet in area fora four- 
story house, and twenty square feet in area tor 
a tive-story house; and in every case not less 
than two foot wide in the clear, Shafts between 
two houses and common to both must be of 
double this area and not less than four feet 
wide. Where the sides of the shaft are allowed 
by the Department of Buildings to be const ruct- 
ed of studding, they shall be extended above the 
roof not tess than three feet, be covered with 
giuss to admit light, and be provided with open- 
ings protected by slats so arranged as to admit 
air, said Openings to be at least equal iu area to 
the area of the shaft. 

Windows—The windows of habitable rooms 
which opeu on sbatts shall be hung with weights 
80 a8 to slide vertically, each window to be not 
less than twelve square feet in area. 

Ventilation of watcr-clusets—Water-ciosets 
shall not be ventilated by ashbaft which vea- 
tilates habitabie rooms; and where they do not 
open otherwise to the external air, they must be 
ventilated by means of a separate sbaft, not 
less than three feet in to extend above the 
roof, and to be arranged for the admission of 
light and airat the top inlike manner as the 
shafts for rooms. 

Alterations and additions—No alteration in 
the light and ventilation of the premises fur 
which this permit is granted suall be made, ex- 
cept upon the express written approval of 
Coumuissioner of Health; nor shall any ad 
tlonal structure be erected upon the lot except 
upon such approval and a special permit. 

Drainage and plumbing—Secs. 1,160 to 1,368, in- 
clueive, of an ordinance for revising and con- 
soldat ing the general ordinances of the City of 
Cnicago, passed April 16, 1581, require that 
every house shall be provided with good and 
suilicient water-clusets or privies, of a construe- 
tion approved by the Commissioner of Heaith, 
and shall have proper doors, traps, soil-pans, 
and other suitable works aud arrangements, 80 
fur as may be necessary, to insure the efficient 
operation thereof. 

The fotlowing is the plan of plumbing ap- 
proved by the Commissiouer: 

Whoen the work is completed, and before it is 
covered from view. the Departmentof Health 
should be notified that it may send its Inspec- 
Or. upon whose report the Commissioner of 
Health will act upon its final approval. All 
materials to be of good quality uud free from 
defects; the work to be executed in a thorough 
and proper manner. A 
house so placed as to be 

Kvery soil-pipe and wuste-pipe of iron or lead, 
exteuding ronan and ut leust four feet above 
the roof, of undiminished size, and provided 
with suitable top or cap. The bouse-drain, if 
of iron, should have a fail at loast half an inen 
tothe foot, and provided with a proper trap 
near the street, and with an iniet for 
fresh air just inside thetrap. It should run 
along the collar- well. and never be hiddeo un- 
der ground. These iron pipes t be sound, tree 
from holes, and of a uniform thickness of not 
leas than one-eighth of an inch for a diameter 
of two, three, or four inches, or5 -32 of anjincb 
for a diameter of five or six inches. Before 
they are connected they should be thoroughly 
couted inside and outside with coal-tar pitch 
applied hot, or with some other equivaicnt sub-

The weekly report of W. H. Genung, Chief Tene- 
ment-House Inspector, shows that the inspect- 
tors examined 178 houses during the past weck.

‘PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 9.—Col. Frank 
A. Burr writes to the Press an account of a 
visit to Jeff Davis, in which he says: 481 
approached his house by the broad 
walk which leads up from the 
road, Mr. Davis was sitting upon 
the porch in front of the door to the hall of 
the house, reading a letter. I walked up 
the steps, and, as I reached the porch, he rose 
from his seat and extended his hand. I was 
greatly surprised at his appearance. I have 
seen many different pictures of him, none of 
which resemble him much more than they 
do Julius Cesar. The picture in the second 
volume of his book, if the gray hair and 
whiskers could be shorn, would be the best 
I have seen. He is 
A LITHE, SPARE MAN, 
a little over the medium hight, weighing, I 
should say, not more than 140 pounds. A8 1 
saw him to-day he was neatly dressed 
in light-colored duck trousers, white 
vest, and linen coat. A light gold watch- 
chain hung in his buttonhole, and 
his spectacles dangled from a black horse- 
hair chain about his neck. He wore a stand- 
ing collar with a neat, black tie, and his 
whole appearance was that of an unpreten- 
tious gentlemay. Closely cropped gray 
whiskers fri his entire face, and 
his §expressioh, while very firm. 
is quite pleasant, especially when he smiles, 
which he often dges. He has an ample suit 
of gray hair, his eyes are full of fire and ex- 
pression, and, in conversation, he has a way 
of closing his mouth firmly, denoting 
the gteat will-power which has been ever 
recognized as one of his leading character- 
istics. 
HIS FIRST EXCLAMATION, 

as he greeted me in a tone of voice low and 
pleasant, was: “I am glad to ses you, sir!“ 
Almost before I had time to reDly, he aux- 
iously inquired: “ What is the latest news as 
to the President's condition?“ 

I gave him the latest dispatches, and he re- 
sumed his seat. inviting me to take a great 
broad, splint-bottom chair which sat near 
him.

THE ENORMITY OF THE OFFENSE. 
What it may forebode to the country is 
hard to determine. When a man kills the 
President because he refuses him office, 
what may not be expected? Assasination is 
usually the outgrowth of seasons of galling 
oppression. Even then itis the resort of a 
force or sentiment too cowardly for revolution 
and too contemptible for civilization to toler- 
ate. But this crimeis without even the ex- 
cuse of excitement. A vulgar man murders 
the President in his wild delirium about of- 
fice. Such a crime makes the whole Nation 
kin, alters all prejudices, and hushes par- 
tisan thoughts. It is evident that the crime 
is the outgrowth of 

THE GREEDY SCRAMBLE FOR OFFICE 
which has of late years been so marked. It 
is to be hoped that the reaction which this 


great crime will produce may correct this 


alarming evil. It has for a long time been 
growing into our system of Government, 
until it appears to have finally 
resulted in the murder of the 
Executive. The South had much hope of 
Garfield’s Administration and will sincerely 
mourn his loss, as it joins in the National 
sorrow over the assault upon hislife. I 
earnestly hope he may speedily recover. Ap- 

intments and removals for political con- 

erations are a bad use of executive power. 
WHEN THE CONFEDERACY WAS ORGANIZED 
at Montgomery it was provided that no man 
should be removed from office by the Ex- 
ecutive except for cause, which the law re- 
quired should be specifically stated. The 
political power concentrated in the hands of 
the President by his control of patronage 
has been growing greater every day, and its 
administration has for a long time been

such as the conquerors / prescribed. That 
was in truth a reéxposition of the policy 
pursued by Congress in \ dealing with the 
South. It willnot do to say that there is the 
same Constitution with a few amendments. 
Government and Constitution are synony- 
mous terms, save that the Cpnstitution is the 
basis of Government. hat would the 
framers of the Constituyion and those 
who founded the Gov ernpent under it have 
thought if an oath to support the Govern- 
ment had been asked of them instead of an 
oath to support the Constitution? That was 
an oath that the men of 798 never would 
have consented to take.

Before the War, when a colored man died, 
the owner lost from 81.000 to $1,500. Now 
he loses nothing, except perhaps the cost of 
burial. if the eolored people shall develop a 
proper degree of thrift and get 
a deegree of moral education to keep pace 
with any advancement they may make, they 
may become a tenantry which will enable 
the South to rebuild its waste places 
and become immensely wealthy. Negroes 
become greatly attacheé to localities, and 
most of them love to remain where they were 
raised. Almost ail of our old servants are 
yet on the. old plantations near Vicksburg. 
The colored people have many good traits, 
and many of them are religious. Indeed, the 
four millions in- the South when the War 
began were Christianized from barbarians.

AWFUL VENGEANCE. 

Dispatch to Cincinnati Encuirer. 
ATLANTA, Ga. July 8—Last night, in 
Heard County, near Alabama, occurred one 
of the most horrible instances of popular in- 
dignation on record. Jesse Waldrop was 
burned to ashes for a crime so horrid that 
the law’s delays could not stand between 


him and vengeance. Three months ago, in 


Randolph County, Alabama, Dr. John Mit- 
chell, a prominent young physician, married 
Carrie Knight, famed for her beauty and ac- 
complishments. On the 29th of June, in 
the joy of their honeymoon, Dr. Mitchell 
was walking up the road near his coun- 
try home, when he beheld what almost 
paralyzed him with horror. His lovely wife 
lay before him a ghastly corpse. Her throat 
was cut from ear to ear, and her body was 
torn with the fearful clutches of her mur- 
derer. It was discovered that she had been 
raped and murdered. The neighborhood 
was at once aflame with excitement, and 
search for the guilty wretch was begun. 
Jesse Waldrop had not long been in the 
county, but there had followed him rumors 
of his bad character. He was seen on the 
road near where the corpse was found on the 
day of the mufder. In the death-struggle 
the murderer had bitten his victim severely 
on the cheek and left signs that one of his 
front teeth was out. Waldrup had this 
peculiarity.

He confessed to having five living wives, 
and gave a list of aliase saying he has al- 
ways had an uncontrollable passion for 
women. When he confessed, passion rose 
so high that he was about *. .

Ac- 
cordingly he was left in jail until night be- 
fore last, when fifty armed men, but not dis- 
guised, went there and demanded him.

He pleaded piteously, not for 
life, but only to be allowed to die by the gal- 
lows or bullet: but he cried to men of stone, 
and at midnight one of the relatives of the 
unfortunate womal plied the torch to the 
pine which, — with oil, had been 
piled around him. His screams rang out on 
the quiet country air, and the flames lit up 
the scene with lurid glare. ‘The death-strug-

the horrid expiation of the crime. From first 
to last the officers made no effort to save the 
prisoner for a legal doom. If they had it 
would have been futile, for popular passion 
was fairly frenzied.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHTS. 

Although the east-bound freight rates are 
lower than they have been for some years, 
and only one-half of what they were at this 
time last year, yet the aggregate of the traffic 
is but little heavier than it was twelve 
months ago. The sudden reduction ot east- 
bound rates about a month ago to the basis 
of 15 cents per 100 pounds on grain, Chicago 
to New York, has had the effect of stimulat- 
ing shipments temporarily. During the first 
week the low rates were in effect shipments 
of flour, grain, and provisions by the various 
lines leading East from this city jumped up 


This boom was temporary, and the following 
week the shipments fell off, and only 55,864 
tons went East by the various roads from this 
city. Last week, although rates still re- 
main at the lowest figure reached,—15 cents 
per 100 pounsd on grain, Chicago to New York 
—only 44,371 tons were shipped, and the indi- 
cations are that shipments will fall off still 


more during the week, unless the roads 
should stimulate business by inaugurating 
another cut, which at present does not seem 
probable. The present rail rates are low 
enough to compete with the lake and river 
tariff, and it is doubtful whether a further 
reduction would bring the railroads any 
more business, for in that event lake 2 
river rates would be a Se:

fh the relative value in the two metals sult- 
able to the interésts and requirements of the 
commercial world. Any ratio now or of late 
in use by any commereial nation, 
if adopted by such an important 
group of States, could be maintained, but the 
adoption of a ratio of fifteeu and one-half of 
silver to one of gold would accomplish the 
principal object with less disturbance in the 
monetary systems to be affected by it than 


any other ratio. Without considering the

PETERHOF AND THE CZAR. 


How the Movinec Was Done— Russian 
Prison} Overcrowded, 
Bertin Letter to London Times. 

My Russian correspondent again favors me 
with the following interesting details as to 
the recent — of the Court from Gat- 
china to Peterhof: The Emperor, still 
avoiding the town as much as possible, 
changed his residence on Thursday from the 
well-cuarded Castle cf Catchina to the equal- 
ly well protected Palace of Peterhof. The 
latter, a small port at mouth of the Neva, 
is reached in about a hour from Gatchina, 
by going across the commecting branches of 
railway, 80 as to dispe4se with the journey 
to town. This, therefore, was the route 
taken by the Ozar, thé Empress, and their 
Court. The only account of this transfer of 
Imperial state is given in the Golos, which 
is permitted to have a privileged report- 
er at the Imperial headquarters, for 
the purpose, it would seem, of put- 
ting matters in as rosy a light 
as possible and of allaying the fears enter 
tained for the safety of the Imperial party. 
This arrangement for the Golos, while giv- 
ing ita decided monopoly for the moment 
oveits contemporaries in Court ceremonies, 
does not always give it just those details in 
which readers are most interested, for news- 
paper descriptions of Court affairs must be 
eminently judicious. 

There is still, however, something to be 
learned from the published account. Two 
squadrons of Life Guardslined both sides of 
the short road to the Gatchina station, 
the public being restricted to the by- 
ways. The Imperial party drove in an open 
carriage to the train, where they were met 
by all the officers in the village. The train 
started from thé platform amid the silent 
obeisance of the military present. It may be 
interesting, however, to note in addition that 
the direct line of railway from Gatchina, 
and also its branch at Ligofka, a neighboring 
village, were strictly guarded by troops. 
Such is Ahe fear that dynamite may 
find its way on to or under the rails 
that for very half a verst there is a sentinel 
with a tent. Besides this, the photographs 
of all the railway officials, not only an this 
line gf railroad, but on all the others, are 
lodged, to theextent of many hundreds, in 
the Ministry of Ways and Communications, 
soAhat any Nihilists disguised in railway 
costume may be more easily detected. The 
regular traffic on the main line between 
‘Tzarskoe-Selo and St. Petersburg was thrown 
into such confusion by the Czar’s first jour- 
ney to Peterhof that the last passenger train 
from Tzarskoe-Selo, timed to arrive at mi d- 
night, did not get into town until past 2 
o’elock In the morning, The precaution 
taken at Gatchina beige in no wey relaxed 
at Peterhof. About 20 of the St. Peters- 
burg police force have deen sent down to 
assist the saldiery in watghing the palace 
and grounds. It is stated that the guard-ship 
anchored off Peterhof was lately furnished 
with an entirely fresh crew and commander, 
as the first had compromised by the dis- 
covery of seditious papers on board.

TIE CANAL PUMPS. 


Apparent Defect in the Plans of 
the City Authorities. 


The Water Now Flowing Through 
the Canal Not to Be Utilized. 


An Unnecessary Amount of Work to Be 
Done by the Engines. 


The city authorities opened Friday the bids for 
the engines for tne canal pumping-works at 
Bridgeport. The specitications under which these 
bids were made required in brief that the engines 


should be abie to lift 60,000 cubic feet of water 


per minute a hight of eight feet from the South 
Branch into the canal. It is provided by the 
joint resolution adopted by the last Legislature 
in reference to supplying the canal with water 
that if the city can furnish a supply of 60,000 
cubic feet per minute, including the present 
flow, the Commissioners may then take the 
water from the city. The present flow. 
according to the statement of the City 
Engineer, is about 15.000 oubic feet per 
minute, and averages the year through, accord- 
ing to him, about 12,000, depending, of course, 
almost entirely upon the hight of the water in 
the lake, which is by no means constant, 
varying from year to year. It- was very low a 
year ago, and is now gradually rising. — 

Insomuch as there is now passing through the 
canal from the river 15,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute,

Rome, Monday, May 9.—How many times 
we have run in to see St. Peter's and the 
Vatican! That is the true way to see sights, 
Ithink, As soon as you became weary with 
one kind, turn away and try another. Most 
certainly itis utterly impossible to enjoy or 
appreciate fine paintings and statues when 
the mind is tired and worn out. So we have 
spent an hour or two at the Vatiean, that 
vast storehouse of art treasures, a great many 
times. To-day we saw The Transfigura- 
tion,” by Raphael. I suppose the greatest 
picture in the world is The Last Supper,“ 
by Leonardi da Vinci. I mean by 


greatest the most generally admired, most 


widely known by copies,—the subject one of 
dignity and lofty thought, worthy of lasting 
fame. That world-renowned work is in 
Milan, and the original I have not yet seen, 
though 1 did see a celebrated copy in tite 
Royal Academy, London. Next to “ The 
Last Supper Mrs. Jamieson ranks The 
Transfiguration.” ‘There are two distinct 
parts. The lower represents a boy, pos- 
sessed of an evil spirit, throwing his arms 
about with supernatural strength, his eyes 
strained and wild. Around him are his be- 
wildered and anguish-stricken parents, his 
sisters appealing to a number of the disvipies 
for help, and other observers. The scene is 
full of wo, guilt, and sin. The appeal for 
help is in vain, but one of the disciples is 
pointing to the Savior above, as if 
there was a gleam of hope. The 
upper part portrays a scene where 
all is brightness and glory,—a glory so daz-

trate, blinded by the sight. On the left of 
Christ, the central figure, holding the tables 
on the right, Elijah. 
The form of the Savior is full of dignity, 
grace, and gentleness; his face beams with 
love and tender mercy. Itis the only por- 
trait of the Divine One I have ever seen that 
at all approaches the ideal in my own mind. 
Here is hope for a guilty, troubled world.

Léaving the paternal roof he roamed over 
the West and South, leading a wandering life 
as a sport, now in affluence and again ih pov- 
erty. In his wanderings he made many ac- 
quaintances, some of them the old steamboat 
Captains whose friendship n until 
death. After Working at the tailoring trade in 
his native towf fora number of years, Me- 
Grath went to Vicksburg, Miss., where he 
formed the acquaintance of Gov. MeNutt and 
Sargent Prentiss. Growing tired of the mo- 
notony of the tailor’s bench, he determined 
to put into practice his aequaintance with 
eards, and went to New Orleans, where, in 
1852, with a numbet of others, he opened the 
finest gumbling-house in the South. It was 
durime his residence in New Orleans that he 
conceived the idea of selling pools, and it is 
a matter that shoud be impressed upon the 
minds of the N of the country that 

rice MeGrath originated pool-selling. At 
the outset MeGrath and his partners merely 
acted as a depository for stakes made hand 
in hand, and charged no commission. A lit- 
tle further on he gave receipts for the mone 
and charged a small commission. The pa 
ronage Of the house grew to such an extent 
that it was found necessary to issue tickets 
of invitation, eharging $10 therefor. One 
evening McGrati? conceived the of seli- 
ing chvices upon a race, and he, acting as 
auctioneer and his partners-as poolwriters, 
the business was begun. The house was at 
ithe hieht of success when the War came on, 
and MeGrath went to New York, whiere he 
formed a copartnership with Morrissey and 
Chamberlain in 8%. He remained there un- 
til the spring of 1864, when, drawing 820,000 
out of the game, he returned to Lexington, 
and purchased 500 acres of the finest blue- 
grass land, which he converted into the 
grandest stock-farm in the world and christ- 
ened it * McGrathiana.”” Here it was his 
ay to entertain his friends on every Sun- 

ay 
of the Kentucky Association, on which oc- 
casions he spread a most bountiful repast, 
washed down with the choicest liquors.

Ille invariably 
backed them heavily. In the spring of 1876 
he was confident that Aristides could beat 
Ten Broeck. Ile bought all the pools sold, 
and, seated in the cooling ground, took all 
the bets that came in his way, crainmming the 
money into his hat. He kept no memoranda 
of the bets, When remonstrated with, that 
if his hyrses should lose he could never 
make a settlement, he said gruflly: Oh, 
never mind, the red horse will settle it.“ 
and, true to his prediction, Aristides, after a 
gullant race, won handily. He was always a 
heavy better, and once related where he had 
won $45,000 at a single game of Boston“ 
in New York.

Public Meetings Broken Up by 
Pragoons. | 


To the Editar of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cork, Ireland. June 23.—Knowing that 
many of your readers are watching with a 
feeling of deep solicitude the stirring events 
transpiring in Ireland, and that it is a com- 
mon thing to draw improper conclusions as 
to facts, owing to meagre opportunities of 
correspondents, it occurred to me that a 
little of my own experience and the con- 
clusions drawn might not be uninteresting 
to them. No country in the world has been 
so much written about as Ireland, yet her 
actual condition is known and realized by 
few who have not been there and mingled 
freely with the lower classes of her people. 
To no spot on earth are the eyes of the world 
turned so inquiritgly, yet every mail bears a 
cumbrous mass of “news” so false and so 
exaggerated as to mystify instead of enlight- 
en the understanding. I have been here four 
weeks, and, though I never worked harder, I 
am just beginning to realize that 
THE IRISH QUESTION IS A VERY COMPLICATED 

NE, 
and that whoever writes from hearsay or from 
acasual glance at the country is liable, yes, 
almost sure, to fall into error. 

Besides making the acquaintance of many 
lawyets, editors, and active business-men, I 
have traveled extensively in the country and 
visited hundreds of families, both of the 
tenant and the laboring classes; I have seen 
them at their toil early and late; I have en- 
tered their. wretched huts as they were par- 
taking of their scanty meals; I have talked 
with hundreds of men, women, and ehil- 
dren; and such a condition of affairs as ex- 
ists in Ireland can only be understood by be- 
ing seen, and “staid with,“ and studied. 
Any tourist, any traveler, any newspaper 
correspondent can truly say 
THE PEOPLE ARE IN A WRETCHED cor 

DITION, 
for that cannot fail to strike any observer. 
But the cause of this wretchedness, the ex- 


degradation, the almost hepeless despair 
which has settled down upon these millions 
of naturally sprightly people, must be studied 
to be understood. Without attempting at 
this time to state “ Ireland’s case,“ 1 wish 
merely to disabuse the minds of your read- 
ers, many hundreds of whom are my friends, 
as te some points relative to the social con- 
dition of Ireland. Business is being pros- 
trated, travel has almost ceased, and tourists, 
as they pass the harbur of Queenstown, look 
upon the enchanting island with longing, but 
also with fear and dread. Current report 
makes Ireland the constant scene of riot, and 
bloodshed, and midnight assasination, and 
agrarian revolution, —a country in whieh 
property has no security, and in which life 
trusts only to blind chase for its preserva- 
tion.

ever found listeners among intelligent peo- 
ple. I have walted alone and unarmed for 
days through dest portions of this 
country. and where, by the way, these ter- 
riole outrages ” are reported, and felt as safe, 
and was as safe, as though | were traveling 
along the highways of Illinois or lowa; and 
Jam sure that a man can explore the narrow 
lanes and dark alleys of the City of Cork by 
night with mueh more safety than he can 
like places in our proud pity of Chicago. 
There is no revolution in Ireland; there is 
no aharchy in Ireland: and 
TUERE IS LESS CRIME IN IRELAND 

than in England. It the Efiglish papers tell 
the truth about, England. Nine-tenths, of 
the reports of “terrible outrages” in Ire- 
land are a tissue of falsehoods, run 
through the outrage-mill and seasoned up 
to suit the taste of a sensation-loving public, 
to exasperate England against and to alien- 
ate the sympathy of America from the Irish 
people. I nave hurried to the grounds and 
Witnessed several of the scenes of these ter- 
rible outrages,” and I have covariant found 
that they were reported without the least re- 
gard to truth. lam almost persuaded that 
the average reporter in this country beeomes 
so intoxicated with hope of reward, or whis- 
ky, that he is incapable of distinguishing 
blood frym the red coat of a British soldier. 

Let me very briefly review a few of these

CITY OF MEXICO. 0 


How It ie Situated—The — — and 
Grandeur of Its Sarroundings. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
City OF Mexico, June 20, 1881.—Mexico 
has been to many persous a land almost un- 
known, —a land of romance rather than of 
reality. It was the seat ot the highest civ- 
ilization on this Continent; the capital of the 
great Indian Empire, which, after subduing 
the valley, spread over the Sierras down to 
the shores of the Gulf. Here were enacted 
the deeds recorded in the charming pages of 
Prescott. No more interesting spot existed 
on the Western Hemisphere, and how strong 
has always been the desire to visit it? Hal- 
lowed by such associations, and beautiful as 
it is interesting, the location well deserves 
the encomiums passed upon it by travelers. 

Few cities can boast the surroundings of 
Mexieo. Hills rise on every side, brown and 
rugged for hundreds of feet. Plains, lakes, 
mountains, —all are here, and in the grand- 
est. proportions. In the clear atmosphere 
how near and distinct do the distant mount- 
ains appear! There are times when one can 
imagine himself at their feet so sharp-cut 
are the profiles against the deep blue of the 
sky; and yet some of them are thirty or forty 
miles away. The Great Plain, level as a 
prairie, extends to their very feet. Nothing 
breaks the abruptness with which they rise 
from the plain, The effect of the one en- 
hances that of the other. 

But look to the east! There is the great 
feature of the valley. Other places can show 
mountains, but few can show such grand, 
white-crowned monarchs as these, which 
appear to stand guard over the scene. The 
southernmost Popocatapetl rises in a snow- 
capped cone to the bight of 18,000 feet above 
the level of the sea. ‘Tower in reality, but 
apparently higher, since nearer, is Iztacci- 
huitl, the “White Lady.“ The name is 
significant, for how striking is the resem- 
blance to a woman shrouded in white and 
stretched on her her catafalque so 
many thousand feet above! With 
a superstitious dread were these 
mountains regarded by the simple 
natives. The stories of the Indians asserted 
that Popocatapetl was in long ages past, King 
of the valley, but that, becoming jealous of 
his wife Iztaccihuitl, he prayed the gods to 
turn her into a mountain. Both were 
changed into volcanoes, and set to guard the 
valley through all coming.ages. The love of 
the latter for her husband, they stated, had 
departed; she had become extinct. His love 
has now about disappeared also,—and Popo- 
catapetl, “smoking mountain,” has about 
lost the right to his name. Three hundred 
years Ago. however, the mountain was very 
active. 

Let us take some central, elevated position, 
say the tower ot the Cathedral, and what a 
view do we have spread out betore us! The 
plain stretches on every side. A league 
away tothe cast the blue waters of Lake 
Wexcoco, bathing apparently the feet of the 
great snow-peaks, dazzle in the sun. ‘To the 
south appear only mountains, brown, bare, 
and lofty. Whatfigures do the profiles form! 
There a truncated cone shows the crater 
of an old voleano. Yondér lies Churubusco, 
while justto the west stands Chapultepec 
like an old medieval castle frowning down 
upon the valley. Alone it stands on a 
porplyristic rock, jutting far out on to the 
plain, one of the most prominent features in 
the landscape. ‘The position is strong, and 
cost Gen. Scott some hard fighting to take. 
On this same spot stood one of the palaces of 
Montezuma, then washed by the salt waters 
ot Lake Texcoco, Beyond Hes Molino del 
Rey; while further on, and a little, to the

From Chapultepec the city draws its life- 
blood, the sparkling water, through two Im- 


driyping, how picturesque, how romantic are 
these rows of high semi-circular arches! The 
northernmost aqueduct. follows the line of 
Jan Cosine st the western canseway of 
the Américati Venice, made so sadly fatal to 
Cortez on the terrible night of the A. 
from Mexico, —the night of Noche triste.”

Southern Sentiment Over the Presi- 
dent’s Assasination—Horror and Grief 
About Equally Blended—BRecoliec- 
tiens of Mr. Garfield. 

To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 

Luray, Va., July 5.—Ifa person were dis- 
poseddo do some fine writing, and had ca- 
pacity for it, lhardly know where a better 
article could be got off than right here. If 
he be a lover of Nature, she unfolds herself, 
if I may be allowed the expression, here per- 
haps in as enchanting a mood as one may 
ever find in a long and weary search. I have 
had it in mind for a fortnight to write Tun 
TRIBUNE a letter purely on the beauties of 
this secluded and delightful valley; but long 
days of toil over the mountain-sides, and 
some other things which have not been 
su pleasant, but necessary and profitable. 
have left me only with the wish unfulfilled. 
I shail write. so soon as I find breathing 
time, a letter or two about some things which 
might interest Chicago readers, if only by 
way of contrast, but not now, 

The last letter I wrote Tun TrrsuNE was 
from Charlestown, W. Va., the place of 
Joho Brown’s martyrdom. Perhaps I should 
modify that. No, —let it stand. That letter 
was written while waiting for a train. So is 
this. Lam sure I should be glad to have the 


leisure of a bright morning down by the 


banks of the gliding Shenandoah to give to 
readers of THE TRIBUNE some impressions 
that I may have caught from mauntain, 
and river, and hill, as they sink 
away in endless change and beauty 
from my feet; but the leisure has not been 
mine. And so this hot, sweltry afternoon, 
with the thermometer at 90 degrees in the 
shade, in the close atmosphere of a general 
newspaper-rooni, I will, in the few moments 
I have, say something about the tragical 
event which has startled this quiet little 
valley as it has the great City of Chicago. 

1 happened to be here for a little while on 
Saturday, when the news of President Gar- 
field’s assasination was received, and there 
was but ome expression,—that of grief, hor- 
ror, and indignation, The outlook then was. 
that the injury would be quickly fatal, and 
these people seemed to look u pon it asa real 
calamity,—as bad, they protested, for the 
South,as the assasination of Lincoln. Garfield, 
I tind here, is not only fegarded as an able 
man, but as essentially a fair man. Demo- 
crats freely declare him to be the best Presi- 
dent since Lincoln. Whatever they may 
have thought of him pendihy the campaign, 
his fight with the Stalwart wing of his own 
party has given him a claim for fairness and 
toleration which possibly would not have 
been accorded if the fight had not come. It 
seemed especially to be a matter of congrat- 
ulation to these people that, in this horrible 
crime which has confounded us all, no taint 
of suspicion can rest on the South. It is un- 
fortunate, certainly, that any taints of such 
methods should be suffered to rest upon any 
section: or that along with the full horror of 
the deed itself should come the loathsome 
suspicion that it had any political sig- 
nificance, It is significant of the 
feeling of doubt, to call it by no 
harsher name, which possesses this people, 
and indeed-the Democratic party of the coun- 
try generally, as to the extreme’ wing of the 
Republican party. that the first news of the 
shooting was lodged not far from the great 
discottented, dethroned autocrat of the Em- 
pire State. Cooler reflection brought a bet- 
ter view, and it must be set down to the 
credit of the fairness of this people that they 
seem glad that no political importance as to 
the act can be attached to the murderous 
madness of this IIlinois lunatic. The Sucker 
State has a good many of them perhaps, ina 
sense, on her soil; let us hope, for her fair 
fame and name, their lunacy will not assume 
so dangerous a form. 

I cannot get away from this subject of Gar- 
field. Lamoppressed by it as by some real 
srsonal calamity. Ever since Saturday I 
iave walked and ridden about as in some 
fearful dream, and, as 1 write, I am troubled 
lest that great spirit, firm, and broud, ahd 
courageous, slrould be struggling in the last 
supreme effort. to stay a little longer with us.

Oats were lower, being especially 
heavy for this nfpnth, though some fears were 
expressed that they will advance again Monday 
or Tuesday. Other cereals were quiet. Provis- 
jons were dull, but there were some signs ot a 
rally in lard, and pork was somewhat firmer in 
sympathy, while hogs were quoted stronger.

REFINEMENTS OF THE BED~*ROOM. 
London Queen. 
Nothing so marks the distinction between 
a woman of refined taste and habits, and one 
of a coarser fibre and more slovenly nature, 
as the appearance of their bedrooms. The 
rooin of a woman of innate refinement is 
pervaded by a subtle charm, due to that 
vague suggestion of feminine grace and 
delicacy which hangs over all the details of 
her toilet, Ivory-backed brushes, tortoise- 
shell combs, lace curtains looped back from 
oval mirror,—all these may be lacking, and 
yet a room may strike one as a very bower. 
For instance, a woman of the kind we 


| have in view would soften the ugliness of 
her plain wooden brushes by the neat frames 


she would make for them. At night, when 
she undressed, she would conceal the plain- 
ness of her removed garments by the square 
of white muslin edged with lace she would 
throw over the chair on which they lay. The 
elegance of her combing-jackets and dress- 
ing-gowns would atone for the inéxpensive- 
ness of the materials; and the lack of orna- 
ments on her toilet-table would be remedied 
by the delightful freshness of the muslin 
with which she made up her pincushion. 

We will begin with the brush-case. This 
is made out of apiece of mauve satin or 
glaze, twenty-one inches long and twenty- 
two broad, covered on one side with spotted 
muslin. This is then doubled in half, and 
the two sides are stitched up. The case itself 


to trim the uppermost side or cover. A piece 
of narrow insertion must be placed all round 
close to the edge and onto both sides of the 
insertion some narrow, white lace must 
be sewn, The lace on the outer 
side should project one-quarter of 
an inch beyond the sides of the case. The 
two and one-half yards of pale mauve rib- 
bon should be made up into six small bows, 
one of these bows being piaced at each cor- 
ner, and two in the centre. The centre two 
must be sewn onto a corner of the case, at a 
distance respectively of about three inches 
from the top and bottom, and the stitches 
fastening them down must be taken right 
through to the under side of the case. By 
taking these stitches right through a couple 
of divisions are made into which to slip the 
brushes. A brush-case of this kind can of 
course be made up in all colors to suit car- 
pets and wall-papers. 

The toilet-tidy, which generally hangs on 
the right hand of the dressing-table, should 
match the brush-case. A picce ot verg stiff 
paper eight inches long and six and a half 
inches wide should be covered with the 
mauve glaze and spotted muslin. Then it 
should rolled up into an ordinary sugar- 
loaf bag, and made to retain its shape bya 
couple or 30 of stitches. From the conical 
point at the bottom two or three short ends 
of narrow ribbon should hang, while the 
mouth of the bag and the projecting point 
at top should be bound round 
with ribbon and finished off with a 
small bow. A second bag made of note or 
newspaper, should be placed inside to re- 
ceive the hair, and should be renewed every 
fortnight. The nightgown case is a very 
simple affair. Remembering to have it ac- 
cord with the rest of your toilet appurte- 
nances, you make this also of mauve zlaze 


| In sho 


and muslin. You require a piece of glaze 
thirty-two inches long and eighteen inches 
wide. When you have covered your glaze 
with muslin, you turn over a length of 
twelve inclies and stitch up the sides. You 
border these with lace and insertion, in the 
same way as you have trimmed the brush 
case, but the projecting flap you cut into a 
point and — ind round with ribbon. 

The square of muslin to throw over your 

clothes at night is less often seen than the 
other things we have been describing. Yet 
nothing is more desirable in a bedroom 
than this. It consists of three yards of the 
muslin of which servants’ aprons are made, 
trimmed round with torchon lace. When 
you are traveling it comes in nicely as a 
wrapper to put over the tray of your box. 

The combing-jacket should always be of 

some washing material. A three-quarters 
length loose-fitting jacket, with long er- 
sleeves, is the best kind to have. White 
muslins and percales in summer, and white 
flannel and serges in winter, are the most 
suitable materials; but ordinary prints, if 
the pattern be pretty, will answer every pur- 
pose of home wear. If meant for invalid 
wear they should be made as coquettishly as 
possible,—of pale-blue cashmere, with jabots 
of cream-colored lace falling down the front. 
Dressing-gowns are worn more by the 
French than by ourselves; so to them we 
may look for guidance in this particular. We 
saw the other day a remarkably pretty gown, 
made as follows: A long flowing robe of 
palest pink washing material, with a Wat- 
teau plait descending from the neck. It was 
fastened in front with eardinal-colored bone 
buttons. All the way down the front of the 
gown, at a distance of about three inches on 
either side from these buttons, 4 series 
of buttonholes measuring two and 
one-half inches long had been made; 
a distance of three inches sepa- 
rated each buttonhole from the one beneath 
it. Through these buttonholes cardinal-col- 
ored ribbon three inches broad was thread- 
ed, 30 that two broken lines of the dark color 
ran down the front of the gown. Round the 
neck were three twisted ribbons, one of pale 
blue. one of pale pink, and one of dark 
cardinal color. which terminated in a bunch 
of loops. Bows of the same three colors 
adorned the sleeves. Altogether the effect 
was very pleasing, despite the bold and de- 
cidedly French combination of colors. 

A very showy little dressing-gown, 
which onecan see servants, tradesmen, 
even friends, is made as follows: Run up a 
crimson auilted sateen walking skirt. As 
this is to form part of the dressing-gown, it 
must be cut up in front from hem to waist 
and fastened together in the ordinary way 
with buttons. You then choose some pretty 
ehtintz or Pompadeur material and make up 
a loose polonaise, separating into two side 
curtains in front, and bunched up behind. 
You fasten the band of your quilted petti- 
eoat securely to the waist of your poto- 
naise, and you are then able to put on the 
whole arrangement as you would an ordi- 
nary dressing-zown. If you make, in addi- 
tion, a muslin mob cap, trimmed with crim- 
son ribbon, you will present a picturesque 
tout ensemble, which will be in marked con- 
trast with the usual impression of slovenli- 
ness called up by ordinary dressing-gowns.

OBJECTIONS TO THE NEW LIQUOR ORDINANCE. 

A bill was filed yesterday afternoon in the 
Circuit Court by Henry Gunderman, Pelis 
Heim, George Kappes, and Jacub Raetz against 
the Town of Lake View to prevent tne enforce- 
ment of a:ecent anti-liquor law. They say thes 
are saloonkeepers in the town, and file the Dill 
in behalf of themselves and all other saloon- 


‘keepers of the same place who may choose to 


join with them. All ot the compiainants have 
been cngaged in the business sometime under 
licegses from the Bourd of Trustees of the ‘Town 
of Lake View under the act of 1867. About the 
15th of March last complainants filed petitions 
for licenses for the ensuing year betore 
the Board of Trustee’, and again on the 
2d of May filed other petitions, accompanied by 
the necessary bouds. Action on these petitions 
wus deferred to May 16. and then, at that time, 
the petitions were ordered to be placed on file. 
Complainants, supposing they would be granted 
licenses, kept their saloons open as usual until 
the 2th of May, when Edear Saunders, the 
Town Supervisor, without any orders from the 
Trustecs, begun suits against the complainants 
for violation of the town ordinances witb refer- 
ence to unlicensed saloons. 

The ordinance in question was passed May 12, 
187¥, and provided that the town should be di- 
vided into seven districts, which were defined; 
that every salounkeeper spould make applica- 
tion for a license at icust fifteen days befure the 
annual elections, and the question of giving 
such liceuse should be voted on by the voters of 
the district in which he was. If he received 
a majority of the votes the Trustees were 
to give him a license, otherwise not. Every one 
running a saloun without a license was tobe 
subject toa fine of not more than $i. The 
cases against complainants were beard May 28, 
and resulte’) in a disagreement of the jury; but 
on u second trial they were found guilty. They 
then appealed to the Criminal.Court, where tbe 
suits are now pending. lu June Heim and Raetz 
were sued again for asimilar offense, and ac- 

uitted, In che Stu of June, however, Saun- 
ders, the Supervisor, begun more siits in the 
Village of Evanston agaiost Gunderman, Ractz. 
and Helm: but, when they were ready for trial, 
they ascertained that the suits had been dis- 
missed, and other suits begun aguinst them in 
the name of the Town of Lake View, and 
learned by hearsay that the intention was to 
keep suing them every week. These suits are 
to heard to-morrow,—one against Gun- 
derman at 8 o'clock before Justice 
Kearney. and another against bim 
at the same hour before Justice Curry; 
one against Kappes at 9 o'clock the same duy 
before Justice Kearney, and one against Heim 
at 9 o'clock, the other against Ractz at lo o'clock, 
botu before Justice Kearney. 

The main question in all these cases is the 
validity of the above ordinance, and the trial of 
euch case would probably take at least several 
hours, if not a whule day, and these same ques- 
tions are also involved in the suits now pend- 

in the Criminal Court. 

he suits, itis claimed, are brought at Evan- 
ston, a temperance town, solely for the purpose 
of harassing complainants, and forcing them 
to trial before a prejudiced Court, or a jury 
called to convict. The ordinanceof May 132. 
1479, is alleged to be null and void: 
first. because the Trustees bave no power 
to discriminate between different parties 
of the same town by dividing 
it into districts; second, because they have no 
power to submit the question of licensing to a 
vote of a district; third, because they have no 
power to delegate their authority: fourth, they 
have no power to declare a person violating che 
ordinance to be guilty of a nuisance and sub- 
ject to punishment; and, fifth, they have 
power to make any such ordinance. The Super- 
visor claims the majority of votes was against 
granting complainants licenses, but he has, 
without any license, as is claimed. allowed par- 
ties to sell liquor in Wright's Grove. The 
saloon districts are said to be mere arbitrarg 
divisions, and no provision is made for obtain- 
ing the expression of the will of a majority of 
the legal voters in any election precinct on the 
sa,oon-license question, or for securing the 
faithful discharge of the duties of the judges of 
election in that regard. 

In conclusion, complainants aver that the 
question of giving them licenses bas vever been 
fairly voted on, and that by an honest election 
they would be entitled to licenses. Saunders, 
however. as a member of some secret and un- 
known league, is combining with certain other 
town officers to push them to the wall, and 
threatens to sue them continually until they 
getaway. The other members of the Board 
have not as yet taken sides in the fight, but they 
are expected to go with Saunders. Comptain- 
ants, therefore, ask that this ulleged persecu- 
tion may be stopped, that the ordinance may be 
deciared void, and they allowed to go on selling 
their liquor without compliance with the iaws. 
A temporary injuaoction was granted by Judge 
McAllister under a bond for $300. 


THE BRIDGE ORDINANCE, 
IT WAS ENFORCED YESTEHNDAY. 

The bridge ordinance was enforced last even- 
ing for the first time, the bridges being closed 
between half-past 5 and half-past 6, and the 
tenders paying no attention to tug or steamer 
whisties. One tug, which had a lumber scow in 
tow, was “balled” at Wells street, and ran off 
and left the vessel. Other boats were detained 
at the different bridges. This, as was expected, 
caused a good deai of growling on the part 
of tugmen, who, having had their own 
way 80 long, are not disposed to 
look favorably upon any restraint. if they 
are successful in all the lawsuits they promise 
to bring ainst the city for damages their 
tugs willhave to be sold to mect the heavy 
taxes which will have to be imposed in order to 
n perventage of the juduments.

IT WILL GO AHBAD AND BUILD ON LA SALLE 
' SPRELT. : 

Tun TRisune yesterday announced the fact 
that La Salle street had been practically vacated, 
in accordance with the order of the Vity Coun- 
cil, and that the opponents of the vacation bad 
been euchred by the men who wanted to 
see the property on either side of that thor- 
oughfare rendered remunerative. A visit to 
the grounds showed that While the street had 
been rendered impassable either for teams 
or pedestrians, there had been no attempt to 
build upon the property. At both the Jackson 
and Van Buren street ends barricades have 
been constructed and the sidewalks torn up, 
and at present the street is impassabie. 

THE HEARING DELAYED. 

Corporation Counsel Acams received a letter 
from Judge Tuley a few days ago saying that be 
was away On a vacation and probably would not 
be buck untl about the d inst. to bear the 
mouon to dis-olve the injunction in the La 
Salle street vacation case. which was set 
forthe Mth.

when it sees fit, orcan get a conveyance. Mr. 
Kales thinks any one who chooses may tear 
down the fence just erected, while the city 
authorities claim there will be a large-sized row 
if private persons undertake tu make the va- 
cated street a thorvughbfare again. The contest 
now will probably be between the Union Build- 
ing Association and the Board of Trade, while 
the city guardians caimly sit on the new fence 
and act as impartial spectators.

counsel for the Union Buiiding Association, to a 
reporter yesterday, is that the case goes over 
until September.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE, 
THE OFFENDERS TO BE LOOKED AFTER. 
The Commissioner of Health, on whom de- 

volves the duty of enforcing the smoke ordi- 
nance, bas begun the work of notifying the 
owners of stores and factories from whose chim- 
neys objectionable smoke issues to abate the 
nuisance. He will give them a little time, and 
then, if they do not remedy the evil, will prose- 
cute them. Citizens generally are codperating 
with him, and he gets letters uf complaint duily. 
He received the following yesterday: 

“On the cornerof the alley opposit No. 48 
Franklin street is a smoke-stack which for 
throwing out immense volumes of black soot is 
not equaled by any other chimney in the city. 
If it continues we will be obliged to vacate our 
otfice, us (be smoke sweeps duwu upon us almest 
to suffocadon. We would reapectfully ask if 
there is auy relief for us by reasun of the ordi- 
nance which has recently become a law? 

In behalf of the owners and tenants of 
the buiiding No. 94 Wasbington street. 
your attention is called to the smoke 
nufsance from the factory chimney in the 
reur of the lot just west. It is so bad as almost 
to drive away the occupants of the adjacent 
rooms, and compels them to close their windows 
in the warmest weather. Will you not help 


The Citizens’ Association, which has been act- 
ive in the effort to bring about a reform as ro- 
gards smoke, bas had the ordinance printed for 
general circulation, so that ignorance will not 
excuse violators. Appeuded is the ordinance, 
which is now in force and will be entorced: 

“The emission of dense smoke from the 
smoke-stack of any boat or locomotive, or from 
any chimuey anywhere within the city, shall be 
deemed and is hereby declared to bea public 
nuisance: Provided, that chimneys of buildings 
used exclusively for private residences shall not 
be deemed within the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 

The owner or owners of any boat or locomo- 
tive engine, and the person or persons employed 
as engineer or otherwise in the working of the 
engine or engines in said boat or in operating 
such locumotive, and the proprietor, lessee, and 
occupant of any building who shail permit or 
allow dense smoke to issue or be emitted from 
the smoke-stack of any such boat or locomotive 
or the chimney of any building within the cor- 
porate limits; ehall be deemed and held guilty of 
creating a nuisance, and shall tor every such 
offense be fined in asum not less than $5 nor 
more than 6850.“

CRANBERRY CULTURE. 


The Grand Marsh Cranberry Company. 

On Wednesday Mr. N. D. Fratt, President, 
and C. Miner, Treasurer, of the Wisconsin 
State Board of Agriculture, made an ex- 
tended examination of the property of the 
Grand Marsh Cranberry Company, located 
in Jackson County, near Beaver Station, on 
the Wisconsin Valley Railroad—a branch of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. Few 
persons are aware of the commercial im- 
portance of the — to Wisconsin, 
though the berry is appreciated by all as the 
last fruit of the season. In 1876 over 7,500 
acres of land were used for the cultivation of 
the cranberry, and at present more than twice 
that area is under cultivation. To the culti- 
vator the berry is a paying investment, as it 
costs but little to raise, and in return yields 
about 30 per cent net annually on the invest- 
ment in lands, selling in market for from 
$2.50 to $4.50 per bushel. Wisconsin being 
free trom the blight common in New Jersey 
marshes and the worm to be found in the 
Connecticut marshes, the attention of East- 
ern capitalists who are interested in the 
culture of the berry has been drawn to the 
peat marshes of the State. The Agricultural 
Association of the State are also about vo 
offer a premium at their State Fair for the 
best specimens of the fruit. & 

The cultivation of the berry consists 
simply in ditching, damming, draining, and 
flooding the marshes at the proper season of 
the year,—the plants being under water from 
November till Mav. 

The largest marsh in Wisconsin, which, 
from its soil, can be utilized for the berry, is 
the Grand Marsh, 4.300 actes of which is 
owned by the Grand Marsh Cranberry Com- 
pany, which will probably be the greatest 
producers of the berry in the United States. 
I'he Company was incorporated under the 
laws of Illinois some months since with a 
capital of $200,000, by Messrs. B. P. Moulton, 
Frank I. Wilson, Joseph J. White, and E. A. 
Hunter, and has 600 acres under cultivation. 
Two hundred acres started five years ago 
will yield, itis estimated, this season (Septem- 
ber) an average of 200 bushels to the acre, 
and the remaining 400 acres about fifty bush- 
els to the acre, which will bean excellent 
crop, though in time it will be more than 
doubled. The Company owns its buildings 
and warehouse at the marsh, a warehouse at 
Beaver, and has thirty miles of ditch and ten 
miles of dam completed. It also has a full 
water-right and a reservoir of 100 acres with 
an average depth of three feet, which will 
amply supply the flood necessary to iganure 
and keep the vines and kill the bog-mo 
Said a cranberry king,, The swamp h 
been designed by nature for cranberry cult- 
ure. 

The property and improvements are valued 


at over $250,000. To pick the crop this sea- 


son will require 150. hands. Messrs. Fratt 
and Miner will make a report to their Asso- 
ciation, and the former thinks “ there is 
thousands in it to a common-sense manage- 
ment, as the cost of culture is sight, and the 
eat-bed is six feet thick, and, if cared for, 
nexhaustible.’’

HOME GATHERINGS. 
THE BRIDGE ORDINANCE. b 

The tug and vesselmen were furious with 
anger lest evening. The new bridge ordinance 
was ordered te be putin force by Mayor Harri- 
son, and the bridge-tenders enforced it to the 
letter, The vesselmen say they have but little 
objection to that part of the ordinance which 
provides that the bridges shall be kept clused 
from 6 to 7 o’cleck in the morning, but they do 
object to that part which prescribes that the 
bridges must be kept closed from half-past 5 to 
half-past 6 in the evening, as most of the ves- 
sels leaving port leave during the afternoon and 
early part of the evening. Another point in op- 
position to the ordinance raised by the vessel- 
towing interest is that the Jaw only allows 
them about five hours dn the day in which 
to do towing, One hour ig taken from them 
in the morning, one hour in the eveuing, and 
thirty minutes out of each remaining hour be- 
tween 7 in the morning and half-past 5io the 
evening. An immense amount of litigation will 
likely result from the enforcement of the ordi- 
nauce, as it is said that the big transportation 
companies and towing associations will bave 
the Captains of their respective boats keep a 
record of all time lost by reason of the bridges 
being closed, and intend to bring suit against 
the city for damages for lost time. The great op- 
positinn of the transportation companies comes 
from the fact that if their vessels do not reach 
the elevators by 6 o’clock in the evening storage 
is charged on the grain, as no grain ia delivered 
after 6 p. m., unless the vessel is at the elevator 
ready to take it on board. The following are the 
sections of the ordinance relative to the closing 
of the bridges: 

Art. 8. Sec. 984. Between the hours of 6 and 
7o'clock in the morning and balf-past 5 and 
half-past 6 in the evening, Sundays excepted, it 
sbhuli be unlawrul to open any bridge within the 
City of Chicago, 

Sec. 985. During the hours between 7 O'clock 
inthe morni and halt-past 5 o'clock in tue 
evening it shall be unlawful to keep open any. 
bridge within the City of Chicago; for the pur- 
pose of permitting vessels or other craft to pass 
through the same, for a longer period at any one 
time than fen minutes, at the expiration of 
which period it shall be the duty pf the bride- 
tender, or other person in charge Of the bridge, 
to display the proper signal and immediately 
close the same, and keep it closed fur fully ten 
minutes, for such persons, teams, or vehicles as 
may be in waiting to pass over, if so much time 
shall be reqyired, when the said bridge shall 
aguin be opened (if necessary for vessels to 
pass) for a like period, afid so on alternately (if 
necessary) during the hours last aforeseid; and 
in every instance where any such bridge sbail 
be open fur the passage of any vessel, vessels, 
or other craft, and ciosed before the expiration 
of ten minutes from the time of opening, said 
bridge shall then, in every such case, remaig 
clused for fully ten minutes, if necessary, in or- 
der to allow all persons, teams, and vehicles in 
waiting to pass over said bridge. 

Sec, 936. Bridgetenders, or persons in charge 
of the bridges, suulti not close the same against 
vessels seeking to pass through until passen- 
gers, teams, or vehicles have been delayed fully 
ten minutes by the bridges being open. 

MUST KEEP TO THE STARBOARD, 

By reason of the enforcement of the new 
bridge ordinance Capt. Carey, the Harbormas- 
ser, wishes notice given o vessel-men and tug 
Captains with vessels in tow that in future they 
must keep to the starboard while going up or 
down the main river: that is, that vessels com- 
ing up the river must pass through the north 
draws of the bridges, and vessels going down 
must pass through the south draws. This will 
in a great measure: tend to lessen the danger 
of jams by reason of the bridges be- 
ing closed on vessels in compliance with 
the new ordinance. He also desires that the 
sume rule be observed in the North Branch as 
far as possibie. Harbormaster McCarthy will 
enforce the same regulation with vessels goi 
up or down the South Branch, It is to be ho 
that vesseimen of every ciass will pay heed to 
tne notice. as the narbor officials are determined 
to enforce the order—not from any caprice, but 
tor the security of all vesseis ente or leaving 


the river. 
LAUNCH OF A FINE TUG. 

O. B. Green's new tug; built at the shipyard of 
the owner on Goose Island. in the North Branch, 
was successfuliy launctted at 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternvon.

THE STERN MURDER. 


— — 


Burns. the “Coons,” the “Sheeny,” 
and the Whole “Bad” Gang Heid to 
Awaltt the Action of the Grand Jury. 
The hearing of the men and boys charged with 

the robbery and murder of Lazarus Stern in 

February last, as varrated in yesterday's TRIB- 

UNE, took place before Justice Wallace at the 

Armory Police Court yesterday, and occupied 

the entire afternoon. The prisoners arraigned 

were Austin Burns, Rudolph Van Husen. Max 

Weber, hisson Max Weber, Charies D. Denton, 

and James Griffin. 

Detectives Haines, who was first called, gave 
an account of the arrest of the young cripple, 
Austin Burns, and the conversation that passed 
between them. Burns told him that he had 
joined in the plot to rob the old man; that he 
got the negro, James Griffin, to assist; and that 
Griffin secured the assistance of another colo red 
boy, Charles Denton. Burns told the detective 
that Griffin was the one wo beld the old man 
down in the bed, and Denton made the search 
for the supposed valuables. Burnsclaimed that 
de waited in the dourway, but did nothing 
further. 

Detective Simmons gave a detailed account of 
the capture of the two negroes at Burlington, 
Ia., aided by the boy Max Weber, who also fig- 
ures as.a defendent in the case. Griffin admit- 
ted to the officer that be was at the robbery, but 
claimed that he did not “handle” the old man. 
Denton admitted that he was one of the robbers, 
but pleaded that Grillin had e him by 
the — that it was 


A $5,000 or $6,000 Jon. 


The old cake was taken charge of by Griffin, and 
the search for money and jeweiry was 
made by Denton and Burns. They found 
only 85 in money and a little jewelry. Denton 
informed tbe officer that none others but the 
three were present. The officer stated that the 
first information he received of the crime was 
from Louis Weber, who came to the station with 
his little son, Max, and his lawyer, B. M. Shaff- 
ner. Mr. Weber told the officer that be felt in 
duty bound to make known what the boy Max 
had divulged as to Burns’ connection with the 
robbery. On the streugth of this pointer Burns 
was arrested, and admitted his guiit, hut claimed 
that de was instigated by the boy Max. 

Owen Ruane, of No. 341 Clark street, whose 
store adjoins Louis Weber's pawn-shop, testi- 
fied that one evening about a week before the 
robbery he was passing Weber's place, and Burns 
and Mux Weber were looking at tne jewelry in the 
window. One of the boys ‘remarked t old 
man Stern had lots of money and jewelry, and 
Ruane swore that be heard Louis Weber tell the 
boys that it would be a good thing to go and rob 
and kill the old man. He did not make any 
effort to conceal the sugwestion, but any passer- 
by might have heardit. Ruane did not pay 
much attention to it, as he did not think the re- 
mark was made in earnest, but admitted that he 
had several times ufterward heard the boys talk 
about robbing Stern. He said that Max was 
always coaxing Burns into the job. The witness 
further said that be bad seen members of the 
Weber family, including father and son, taking 
provisions to old man Stern. When asked if he 
did not at once associate the death of the oid 
man with the suspicious remarks alluded to, the 
witness said he did not, as Stern bad been very 
feeble, and his death surprised nobody. 

The next witness was Jennie — a bright 
little girt of 14, sister of one of the prisoners, 
who testified that she lived _ Mrs. Ruane, 
who was her sister, and that she also 

HEARD WEBER SUGGEST TO HIS BOY MAX 
and Jennie’s brother, Austin Burns, the robbing 
of Stern. She described the occurrence in al- 
most precisely the same language as did Mrs. 
Ruane. She was horrified that Mr. Weber should 
talk that way to the boys, and hurried into the 
house and told her mother. She had afterwards 
heard the boys plotting in the store, and had 
warned them that they would get into trouble.

Detective Simmons informed the Court that

Louis Weber described how he had first learned 
from his boy Max of Burns’ connection with the 
robbery. About a week before the occurrence 
Mr. Weber was asked by a neighbor to go and 
see Stern, as he was very sick. He did so, and 
thought the old man was going to die. He ac- 
cordingly sent for his lawyer, Mr. Shdfner,

With but two less than half the League 
schedule games played, Chicago has gained 
a lead of six in the championship race—a 
strong lead, it must be everywhere owned, 
when the strength of play of the champions 
is considered.

The appointments of the ministers in the 
British Wesleyan Church are made bya Sta- 
tioning Committee. This Committee meets 
just prior to the convening of the annual con- 
ference. It is composed of one representative 
from each of the districts. ‘These are elected 
at the district meetings. Generally the Chair- 
man of the district is chosen, though this is 
not required by law, and it is not always 
done. In the election of these men, who are 
to make the appointments, the Stewards and 
other church officers who are members of 
the district meeting have an equal voice with 
the ministers. It is customary, too, for the 
members of the Stationing Committee to con- 
sult freely with the ministers and laymen of 
their different districts in regard to what is ex- 
pected of them. They even invite such consul- 
tations. Here, for instance, and it will read 
strangely to many American Methodists, is 
an invitation of this kind from the repre- 
sentative on the Stationing Committee of the 
Conference which meets this month from the 
Second London District. It is clipped from 
an English newspaper of recent date. Dr.

A word in regard to salaries. Wesleyan 
ministers are better paid, on the average, 
than the preachers of the Methodist Episco- 
pel Church, and there does not exist among 
them the great disparity whiclgwe find here 
in the amounts paid to differer men. They 
have a uniform system, departed from only 
in rare instances, by which preachers who 
are married and have families get about the 
same amount of money whether located in 
city or country. The Superintendent of the 
circuit gets a little more than those unter 
him, but the differerfte is very slight. The 
smallest salaries are paid to single men, and 
a married man gets a stipulated allowance 
for every child he has. ‘The beauty of this 
system is that the ministers whose circuits 
embrace small towns and farmi districts 
get almost as good a support as ‘those who 
travel the richest circuit in the City of Lon- 
don. In seme cities in the country are to 
be found Methodist gninisters who receive 
less than $1,000 a year. laboring side ‘by side 
with other ministers of the same church who 
receive a salary of $4,000 or $5,000 per 
annum, and probably the poorer paid man 
has the larger family of the two, and does 
the largest amount of work. Under the 


Wesleyan system you find no such incongru- 


ities. 

At the district meetings of the British Wes- 
leyan Church the year’s statistics are pre- 
sented, and these meetings having been held, 
late papers have brought us the results. The 
net gain of full members in the home work for 
the year 1851 is 4,244. The foreign work reports 
a gain of 1,324. Total gain, 5,568. ” 
increase of the number on probation is 6,296; 
making a total net gain for the year of 11,864. 
The membership of the Chureh will be re- 
ported ® the forthcoming annual conference 
about as follows: Full members in home 
fields, 380,922; full members in foreign fields, 
88,132; probationers in home fields; 30,766: 
probationers in foreign fields, 11,990: total 
members and probationers in home and for- 
eign fields, 511,810. The total membership of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church last year 
was 1. 700.302. This is a great difference, but 
it must be borne in mind that british Meth- 
odism has a smaller territory than ours, and 
to the credit of the former it should be noted 
here that she, with her half million of men- 
bera,- gives more for missionary purposes 
than the Methodist Episcopal Church, with a 
membership closely approximating” million 
and thr uarters. ‘ 

We note in conclusion that British Meth- 
odism numbers in all its branches less than 
1,000,000 church members, while the number 
of Methodists in the United States is over 


PULPIT DIFFICULTIES. 


SPURGEON’S EXPERIENCES IN REGARD TO 


PRAYER AND PREACHING. 
f The Spectator. 

“Thirdly,” said Paley,in giving his rea- 
sons for shifting from Dalston to Stanwix, 
I begin to find my stock of sermons coming 
over again too fast.“ Mr. Spurgeon, at a 
conference at his Pastor’s College, has been 
taking his friends, and though them the rest 
of us, into his confidence on the subject of 
his difficuities with regard to praise, prayer, 
and preaching. As to the last, he had noth- 
ing more to say than is familiar. He often 
walked up and down, anxious to find some- 
thing to say to the people on a Sunday. He 
would sometimes get the outline of a sermon 


in his mind, with a good text, and, after say- 


ing to himself, ‘That will do,’ he would find 
in his well-marked Bible how it had been 
preached before, while what he had thought 
out closely resembled the printed copy. 
Time had been when at 10 o’clock 
on Saturday evening, or even on 
Sunday morning he had found himself with- 
out a text; but sometimes, when thus driven 
in a corner, with nothing to say, he did best.“ 
What a contrast to the practice of Sir Roger 
de Coverley’s chaplain, or the frankness with 
which the author of the Horte Pauline“ 
informs us that he changed his quarters be- 
cause the change added £50 a year to his in- 
come, saved him double housekeeping, and 
enabled him to dispense with the task of 
writing fres§ sermons. To be sure, Mr. 
Spurgeon does not write books like Paley’s, 


nor are his sermons so full of sober thought. 


But many a preacher will feel for him. 
There was a clergyman who, on being com> 
plained of to his Bishop for delivering the 
same sermon over and over again, declared 
that he intended to go on preaching it till his 
congregation had apprepriated all the teach- 
ing it containéd. Is some not wholly dis- 
similar resource beyond the reach of a 
humorist like the Pontiff of the Surrey 


Tabernacle ? 
r. Spurgeon was exogedingly frank upon 
subject of praise and prayer. ‘The report 
says he “advocated p meetings.

THE REVISION. 
VIEWS OF A PRINCETON CRITIC. 
A correspondent at Princeton, N. J., writes 
the New York Tribune complaining of a 
strrender which he claims that the revisers 
made, and which he regards as gratuitous: 
“The great objection to the new revision,’ 
he writes, seems to be that it does not re- 
vise enough. The enormous sacrifice of a 
version that ruled even in hostile pulpits and 
that had imbedded itself in our lit@attfire and 


in our earliest thought is attempted for the 


sake of changes the whole aggregate of which 
would not pav fora tenth of the disturbing 
influence. By a singular f@ality, the changes 
where they become gra are often mistaken. 
That, in the eleventh chapter of the Hebrews: 
Nov faith is the assurance of things hoped 
for,’ is either false, for faith is not assurance; 
or trifling, if it means that faith is a form of 
confidence ; and certainly ruinous, for it takes 
one of the finest passages in the Bible and 
just completely throws it away. The old ver- 
sion is, The substance of théngs hoped for’: 
and it will not do to say; We have to follow 
the Greek, for the Greek means ‘substance’ 
twenty times whereit means ‘assurance’ 
once. In the new revision the whole trifles 
shamefully: in the old version we have the 
grand thought that faith is nota mere theoretic 
trusting to a deliverance, but the substance 
of the thing hoped for, itself. That is, we 
hope for heaven, and heaven to the Christian 
means holiness, and faith is the beginning of 
holiness. In other words, faith, dike hope or 
like patience, is the exercise of the bettered 
nature, and, as such, the ‘evidence’ of the 
truth, as that in which is seen the’reality of 
blessedness. K James’ people chose 
the simplest rendering (hypostasis, ‘sub- 
stance’), and thereby enunciated the one of 
the very noblest le: one. But our object is 
with another text. Who\would ever dream 
that a body ot such men would weaken the 
claim of inspiration, and just at such a mo- 
ment? Grammar and precedent might de- 
mand it, but neither of can be appealed 
to. Our old version reads: +All Seripture 
is given by inspiration of God’ (II. Timothy, 
iii., 16). The revisere have it: Every Script- 
ure inspired of God.’ Aman would feel sure 
they had some reason for such a surrender. 
But when we come to seek it, itis of the shad- 
owiest kind. Ellicott is with them, and so is 
Alford; but, of course, that cannot.decide. 
Our old version distinctly avers: All Script- 
ure is given by inspiration of God, and 
is profitable for doctrine and reproof.’ The 
new version, with no various reading to ap- 
peal to, takes the whole 411 — of the sen- 
tence, and though ‘ Holy riptures’ were 
ust mentioned (verse 15) to show what 
scriptures were meant, reads Every Script- 
ure inspired of God is also profitable.’ The 
change is hard to bear. I open the ‘Con- 
fession,’ and this is the text appealed to. I 
look at other s}mbols, and this text comes 
first. It has been the very piéce de résist- 
ance in the whole polemic. nd when I see 
it cut down by a family of our Friends, I 
cannot contain my wonder. By a singuiar 
r the previous epistle to Timothy 
as a like grammar. We read in the old 
version: Every creature of God is good 
and nothing to be refused if it be received 
with thanksgiving’ (II., 3). Why not read: 
‘Every good creature of God is also nothing 
to be refused’? Believers in a verbal in- 
spiration, .which, after all, means nothing 
but a plenary care of God to have the Bible 
true in all that it professes, must feel exceed- 
ingly pained that the uprooting of the old 
book, itself a dismal price, should buy for us 
trivial changes, like footstook of His feet’ 
for ‘His footstool’ (Matthew, v., 35), with 
even one such gratuitous surrender as this 
in Timothy.“

WHO WROTE It, AND HOW JO SMITH cor rr. 
The Interior 


There is a lost leaf in the history of the 
Mormon Bible, asa paper read by Mrs. Eaton 
at the ladies’ meeting in Buffalo indicates. 
Years ago I read a short history of the origin 
of Mormonism. The paper read by Mrs. Dr.

2. How did Smith and his confréres gain 
possession of the manuscript, or secure a 
copy, to which they added some articles to 
suit their purposes? Mrs. McKinstry, the 
only daughter of Mr. Spaulding, statesin a 
letter published in Scribner’s Monthly, 
August, 18, and the truth of which she 
affirms under oath, that they moved to Pitts- 
burg while she was very young, but that 
she remembers every circumstance of this 
removal. Her father had a friend there 
named Patterson, and she visited Mr. Pat- 

terson's library, and heard her father talk 
with him about books. Mr. Patterson 
was a printer, and Mr. Spaulding 
took the manuscript to him, -but he de- 
clined printing it, and returned it to 
him. Sidney Rigdon was at this time a 
young man and in Mr. Patterson’s office, and, 
while the manuscript was lying there, had 
ample opportunity to copy it. This is prob- 
able, as Rigdon was afterwards a prominent 
Mormon preacher and adviser of Smith. Mr. 
Spaulding died at Amity, Pa., in 1816, and 
after his death the widow and daughter went 
to the brother of the widow, William H. Sa- 
bin, at Onondaga Valley, Onondaga County, 
N. Y. The “Manuscript Found” lay ex- 

Sed in an unlocked trunk in Mr. Sabin's 
10use a uumber of years, and Smith could 
b ate possessed himself of a copy, for it 
is understood that he was a teamster, driver, 
or servant of Mr. Sabin. Whether Smith 
copied the original, or secured it from Rig- 
don is unknown, but age | the latter. 
Some time after this Mrs. Spaulding went to 
Pomfret, Conn., but left her daughter at 
Onandaga Valley, and also the furniture and 
the old trunk with the manuscripts, In 1820 
she married Mr. Davison, of Hartwick, near 
Cooperstown, N. Y. ‘The name of the place, 
post-oflice, and the school is Hatrwick Semi- 
nary.

He also produced a letter from her brother, 
Mr. Sabin, of Onondaga Valley, requesting 
her to loan this manuscript to Hurlburt, as 
he, Mr. Sabin, was desirous to uproot this 
Mormon fraud. IIurlbutt represented that 
he had been aconvert to Mormonism. but 
had given it up, and through the 
script Found“ wished to expose its wicked- 
ness. Mrs. Spaulding had no confidence in 
Hurlburt, or * mistrusted his motives,” but 
respecting her brother’s wishes and opinions, 
reluctantly consented to his request, and on 
his repeated promise to return the manu- 
script to her, she gave himaletter to Mr. 
Clarke ta open the trunk and deliver it to 
him. Her daughter affirms that they heard 
afterwards that he received it from Mr. 
Clarke. In 1838 Huriburt was i®@terrogated 
for the “Manuscript Found,” but made no 
response, and has never returned it, and 

„never answered letters concern ae 

4. It is barelyspossible that Mr. Clarke's chil- 
dren may have some recollection of their fath- 
er's delivering the manuscript to Hurlburt. 
His only living daughter, residing in Roches- 
ter, has been interrogated, and she recollects 
hearing the family speak of the trunk and 
bureau in after years, wondering when they 
would be sent for, but was too young to re- 
member anything of the visit for the manu- 
script. In Ic the bureau was still there apd 

robably the trunk; and as the son who in- 

jerited the homestead sold out in 1868, it is 
probable that the trunk was sold with other 
accumulations and js in the neigh- 
borhood now. Whether any of 
other manuscripts can be found is ques- 
tionable, but as the 'rson who is 
writing the history of the Mormon Fraud“ 
knows the address of Mr. Clarke’s sons, we 
hope they will be interrogated. And, fur- 
ther, we hope that the historian will visit 
Hartwick, and by inquiry find whether there 
is any further preof or not. This may seem 
like searching for a needle in a haystack, but 
it will exhaust this aim. And as for Hurl- 
burt, we hope, if still living, that he will be 
‘prosecuted for the return of the Manuscript 

ound“ according as he promised. If the 
history of this fraud can be completed and 
circulated in Mormon communities, the faith 
of the more intelligent will be shaken. As 
for the leaders and these who deceive the 
people, the strong arm of the Nation alone 
will lice.

In tiie absence 
of any such claim we see no reason why the 
church of the theologian should make it for 
him. The presumption is that he obtai his 
facts as other nistorians obtain theirs; that is, 
that his history of the events prior to his time 
was compiled from an acquaintance with the 
tłuditions of his , and this presumption is 
contirmed by parallel and analogous traditions 
recently discovered in other very ancient As- 
syrian writers. The essential truths in the first 
chapter of Genesis are the religious truths, and 
these are unaffected by the question whether 
the story isto be regarded as purely historical 
or partially allegorical and parabolic.

Mr. Ilaverly has telegraphed to his repre- 
sentatives here that he has definitly decided 
to give no Sunday night performances in the 
new theatre.

Visions of the Dying Purely the Fantasies: 
of a Fast-Disorganising Brain. 


Thomas D. Spencer. M. D., in the Popular Science 
Monthly for July. 

There seems to be no subject from which 
the mind so instinctively shrinks, few 
thoughts more repellent to the soul, and no 
dread vision of the night, howsoever fantas- 
tic it be, that presents to the imagination so 
formidable an aspect as that of death. In- 
deed, with this all nature seems at variance. 
The English ivy creeping over fallen ruins, 
or the fresh moss covering the prostrate 
trunk of some forest oak, seems as if endeav- 
oring to hide from view the havoe which 
deatly has made. Beyond the merely in- 
stinetive desire to exist, the dread of death is 
a matter of education. Never does the child 
forget his first sight of a corpse; the dark- 
ened chamber, the storm of grief, the white 
face and rigid features, all combine to form 
an indelible impression on the mind. 

It is probably the extensive paraphernalia 
attending the funeral of the present day that 
render death so formidable. In war—on the 
battlefield, where death assumes its most 
sanguinary aspect—the mind-of the soldier, 
from constant association, becomes so inured 
that it ceases to be impressed with natural 
terror, and death seems but another foe to be 
met and conqueréd. Although the con- 
sideration of this topic be repugnant 
to the naturally healthy mind, there 
come times in the life of every individual, 


that might be termed periods of self- con- 


sciousness, during which the mind brushes 
aside the more vulgar affairs of life, and 
grapples with the awe-inspiring mysteries of 
death. As these phenomena are considered 
one after another in their manifold aspects, 
the mind, owing to the association of ideas, 
becomes involved in such an intricate laby- 
rinth of thought that, after wandering here 
and there, vainly endeavoring to solve the 
problem of death, it gives it up as a hopeless 
conundrum. 

It is our purpose to discuss, as briefly as

hours; and Montaigne remarks, while specu- 
lating on death, that, of all the passages im 
the annals of mankind, those which attracteck 
and delighted him most were the words and 
gestures of dying men. It I were a‘naker 
of books,” he continues, 1 would <ompile 
a register with comments of various deaths, 
for he whe should teach men to, die would 
teach them to live.“ There are thgee ele- 
ments presented in this fear ofgdeath: First, 
the extinction of lite’s pleasures, interests, 
and hopes, to which the mind looks forward 
with a degree of apprehension pro- 
portionate to the amount of  happi- 
ness they are capable of affording. 
With tee young and ‘vigorous the 
loss of these animal enjoyments is contem- 
plated with extreme misery; kence the cus- 
tom, among the early Grecks, of bearutg the 
lifeless body of youth to the funeral-pyre at 
the break of morn, “lest the sun should be- 
held so sad a sight as the young dead.“ 
Second, the dread of the unknown future, 
also depending upon the nervous tempera- 
ment. And, lastly, comes a fear more pow- 
erful than either, which is the dread ot pain, 
inherent in Nature. From time immemorial 
the, actual moment of dissolution has been 
supposed to be accompanied by a throe of 
anguish known as 
: THE “ DEATH-AGONY.” 

This is believed to occurat that moment 
when the spiritual and physical forces that 
‘have been so intimately blended for many 
years are torn asunder,—the one to molder 


and decay, the other to take upon itself that, 


new life beyond the ken of man. 

This last element properly belongs to the 
physiviogist, and as such we propose to con- 
siger it. Sir Francis Bacon, in one of his 
essays, published for the first time in the 
year 1577, gave to the world the following 
profound thought: “It is as natural to die 
as to be born: and to the little infant, per- 
haps, the one is as painful as the other.“ 
In protundity of thought - depth ef re- 
search Bacon stepped in advance of his con- 
temporaries, and lived in the future. Thus 
we find that, contrary to the generally re- 
ceived opinion of even this latter day, nature 
evidently designed that the end of man 
should be as painless as his beginning. 

At birth the babe undergoes an ordeal 
that, were he conscious, would be 
more trying than a most painful death: yet 
he feels it not. Born in an unconscious state, 
the brain incapable of receiving conscious 
impressions, his entrance into this hitherto 
unknown world is acconwlished during a 
state of oblivion, known as Nature’s anes- 
thesia: 

Painlesly we come, whence we know not— 

Painlesly we go, whither we know not! 

From the earliest period of human history 
dea has been considered as necessarily 


accompanied by pain; so general is this

belief that the terms 
last struggle,“ “pangs 
have been in almost universzl use ip every 
age and under all conditions of socie®. 

Nothing could be more erroneous; the 
truth is, 


SPAIN AND DEATH SELDOM GO TOGETHER,— 


we mean the last moments of life. Of course, 
death may be preceded by weeks, or even 
months, of extreme suffering, as occurs dur- 
ing certain incurable diseases. 

So exaggerated has been this notion that it 
bas been considered an act of humanity to 
anticipate the “*death-struggle” by violence; 
for ages it was customary among the lower 
classes of Europe to hasten death by sud- 
denly jerking the pillow from beneath the 
head of the dying, thus throwing the 
head backward, straining the pharyngeal 
and thoracic muscles, rendering’ the 
respiration, already difficult, shortly 
impossible. A Venetian Ambassador, in the 
time of Queen Mary, asserted that it was a 
common custom among the country-people 
to smother the dying by meansvf a pillow 
placed over the face, upon which leaned or 
sat the nearest relative. This was founded 
upon the pious belief that a short wad was 
the best one. This custom was hanged down 
frourgeneration to generation,—varents per- 
forming it for their children, and vice versa. 
But, perhaps, the saddest privilege ever al- 
lowed the near friends of adying man oc- 
curred occasionally during the reign of 
— Elizabeth, when through executive 
clemency—in executions by hanging—they 
were permitted to grasp the feet of the sus- 
pended criminal, and, by clinging to the ex- 
treinities, precipitate their additional weight 
on the body, thereby hastening strangula- 
tion. It is needless to say that these 
theories are false in both conception 
and practice. Death is a physiological 
process, and, like all other animal functions, 

SHOULD BE PAINLESS. 

When the fiat of death went forth, Nature 
kindly provided an anesthetic for the body. 
As the end of life draw near, the respira- 
tions become slow and shallow, interrupted’ 
now and then by a deep, sighing inspiration, 
as though the lungs were vainly endeavoring 
to throw off the palsy creeping over 
them. As the intervals between the 
inspirations grow longer, the blood be- 
comes saturated with carbonic-acid gas,— 
the same as that formed from burning char- 
coal, whose deadly fumes have so often aided 
the suicide painlesiy to destroy life. 

While the power of breathing is gradually 
failing. the heart, which is in close sympathy 
with the lungs, begins to contraet with less 
force, propelling the biood only a short 
distance through its arterial. channels, thus 
causingstie extremities to grow cold. 

The blood sent to the brain is not onl 
diminished in quantity, but is laden wit 
carbonic-acid gas, which, ac on the nerv- 


ous centres, ui 


uces a benumbing: 
of the cerebral ganglia, thereby destroying I N e 


both consciousness and sensation. The 
patient gradully sinke into a deep stupor, the 
lips become purple, the face cold and livid, 
cold perspiration (death-damp) collects on 
the foreliead, a film ereeps over the cornea, 
and, with or without convuisions,. 
the dying man sinks into® his last 
sleep. As the power of receiving conscious 
impressions is gone, 

THE DEATH-STRUGGLE MUST BE AUTOMATIC. 
Even gp those cases where the senses are re- 
tained to the last, the mind is usually calm 
and collected, and the body free from pain. 

“If had strength to hold a pen, I would 
write how easy and delightful it is to die!“ 
were the last words of the celebrated sur- 
geon, William Hunter;sand Louis XIV. is 
recorded as saying with his last breath, 1 
thought dying had been more difficult.” 

That the painlesness of death Sis due to 
some benuinbing influence acting on the sen- 
sory nerves, may be inferred from the fact, 
that untoward external surroundings rarely 
trouble the dying. 

On the day that Lord Collingwood breathed 
his last, the Mediterranean was tumultuous; 
those elements which had been the scene of 
his past glories rose and feH in swelling 
undulations, and seemed as if rocking him 
asleep. Capt. Thomas ventured to ask if he 
was disturbed by the tossing of the ship. 
No, Thomas,” he answered; “I am now 
in a state that nothing can disturb me more, 
am dying; and I am sure it must be con- 
solatory to you, and all that love me, to see 
how comfortably Lam coming to my end.” 
In the Quarterly Review there is related an 
instance of acriminal who escaped death 
from hanging by the breaking of 
the rope. Henry IV. of France sent 
his physician to examine him, who 
reported t after a moment's 
suffering the man saw an appearance like 
fire, across which appeared a most beautiful 
avenue of trees. hen a pardon was men- 
tioned the prisoner coolly replied that it was 
not worth asking for. ‘Those who have been 
near death from drowning, and afterwards 
restored to consciousness, assert that 

THE DYING SUFFER BUT LITTLE PAIN, 
Capt. Marryatt states that his sensations at. 
one time whgn nearly drowned were rather 
pleasant thaf otherwise. The first strug- 
gle for life once over, the water closing 
round me assumed the appearance of wav- 
ing green fi-lds: . . II is not a’feeling 
of pain, but seems like sinking down, over- 
powered by sleep, in the long, soft grass of 
the cool meadow.’ | 

Now, this is precisely the condition pre- 
sented in death from disease. Lnsensibiity 
soon comes on, the mind lases con- 
sciousness of A€ternal objects, and death 
rapidly and placidly ensues from asphyxia, 

in spite of the natural antagonism to 
death, a moment’s reflection will show that 
itis as much a physiological process as life; 
the two tems are correlative, the degree of 
vital activity depending on the extent of 
molecular death occyrring at the same time. 
Strange as the paradox may seem, without 
death we cannot live: Every thought eman- 
ating from, the bein, every blow struck by 
the arm, ia accompanied by destruction of 
nervous or muscufar tissue. The bioplas- 
matic or living matter, which enters into the 
formetion of every animal tissue, is constant- 
ly geiminating into cells (the origin of all 
life), and as constantly passing into decay,— 
their places being taken by other protoplasts, 
thus keeping up the “active dance of life.” 

‘This disassimilation, or interstitial death, 
occurs to such an extent that Nature, in her 
wisdom, has provided excrementory organs 
for the purpose of removing from the system 
the éifete material thus produced. Every 
living structure, after passing through cer 
tain stages of development, maturity, and, 
finally, retrogression, must come to an end. 
This may be but the ephemeral existence of 
some of the lower forms of fungi, which, 
born in the cool of the morning, die as the 
sun goes down; or, like the famous dragon- 
tree of Tenerife. mayoutiast the pyramids 
that keep watch by the Nile. 

The last topie for consideration is the 
pseudopia of death, or 

VISIONS OF THE DYING. 

This subject, coming under the realm of 
mental science, properly belongs to meta- 
physics rather than to physiology. Various 
theories have been advanced to explain these 
phenomena, but they must remain as hy- 
potheses at best, for they are not sucseptible 
of demonstration. It is nt an uncommon 
oceurrence for the dying, after lying some 
hours in a semi-conscious condition, to start 
up suddenly, ahd, with glowing face, point 
eagerly to some object invisible to the by- 
standers, and with animated voice and gest- 
ure state that they behold the glories of 
Heaven, or the familiar countenance of some 
triend long since dead. 

The question naturally arises as to whether 
these conditions are merely the fantasies of 


a disordered and fast disorganizing brain. 


or are the dying actually permitted a mo- 
mentary view of those mysteries hitherto 
unknown ? 

‘The traditions and superstitions of the past 
have led to a popular belief in the latter 
theory. Shakspeare expressed the senti- 
ment of his day when he placed in the 
mouth of the dying Queen Katharine these 
words: 3 

Saw you not eve now a bléesséd troop 

Invite me to.a banquet, whose bright faces 

Cast chousand beams upon me Uke the sun? 

Scienceg with. its fneonociastic hand, has 

SWEPT AWAY THESE PLEASING FANCIES, 
and in their places has constructed a fabric 
founded on analogy. In the anes- 
thesia induced by chloroform a condi- 
tion is produced closely resembling 
that iminediately preceding death (caused by 
the carbonic-acid poisoning), in which vis- 
ions are constantly presented to the mind, 
the character of which dépends upon the 
natural temperament of the individual. Thus 
it often occurs that a patient, when under 
the influence of chloroform, has beatific vis- 
ions similar to those of the dying. It is my 
fortune to hae at present a patient who in- 
variably, when under the influence of chlor- 
oform, asserts that she sees angels hovering 
round her bed. The impression is so strong 
that she becomes much annoyed if the reali- 
ty of these visions is disputed. The asphyxia. 
produced by burning charcoal is ofttimes ac- 
companied by disturbed fancies similar to 
those preceding death; and the natural in- 
ference is, that they are the resultant in both 
cases of one and the same cause. During the 
last moments of life the mind gradualty loses 
cognizance of external surroundings, and is 

NAU IN SELF-CONTEMPLATION. 

Though still in a semi-conscious condition, 
the weeping of friends and the voices of at- 
tendants fall upon dull ears. The eyelids 
are closed; the pupils, slightly contracted, 
and rolled upward and inward. The dying 
man has forgotten the present, for he is liv- 
ing in the past, One by one the events of a 
whole life appear; its joys and sorrows, Ver- 
chance long since forgotten, rise before him 
in startfing distinctness, and then disappear 
in the swiftly-moving panorama. The 
familiar faces of the friends of his youth are 
thrown upon the mental retina, their cheery 
voices reverberate in his ears, and the 
thought of — these friends in the near 
future is perhaps his last conscious impres- 
sion. As this drowsiness creeps over the 
system, these images, molded from the past, 
become as realities to the disordered imagina- 
tion. The germs from which originate these 
strange combinations haye probably been 
lying dormant for years in the registering 
gangiia of the brain. 

Dreams never surprise us, no matter how 
strauge the scenery presented or how. great 
the violation of truth and reality: so it is in 

THIS LAST @REAT VISION OF LIFE. 
What wonder that a dream so vivid should 
be carried into action? The brain, witha 
convulsive effort, sends the message through 
the system, the muscles spring into activity, 
and the dying map, with outstretched arms, 
calls the attentbn of the awe-stricken by- 
standers to these fantasies of bis own brain. 
Thus some pass away as though falling 


asleep; others with a sich, groan, or gasp; 


and some with a convulsive struggie. 

These death-bed visions are comparatively 
of frequent occurfence, and are generally ac- 
cepted as realities. The theory which we 
promulgate, though not new, will naturally 
excite prejuafee; but it is better to know the 
truth than to cherish a belief, however pleas- 
ing it be, founded on error.

But it is evident that 
anew era has come in the administration of 
this great property. Mr. Villard arrived in 
St. Paul on Monday, and left the next day 
for acarefulinspection by daylight of the 
whole road, its branches, shops, and equip- 
ment. Ille is accompanied by the General 
Manager, Gen. Haupt, a graduate of West 
Point, high in the railroad military service 
during the War, and known by his record in 
Pennsylvania as a first-class railroad man. 
New cars, locomotives, round-houses, aud 
shops, new tracks have been ordered. Every 
facility is to be provided for doing the Im- 
mense business growing on the hands of the 
Company, but above all the road is to be 
pushed through to the Pacific, by shortening 
straight lines, if need be. 

At St. Paul, Mr. Villard ended. negotia- 
tions by which the Nortnern Pacific buys and 
will build the Little Falls & Dakota-Road. 
This line will run 120 miles southwest from 
Little Falls to the Big Stone Lake. It pene- 
trates a well-settled country, producing the 
best of wheat. Its projectors secured a val- 
uable grant from the last Legislature of 500,- 
000 acres of. swamp land, so called, the last 
that will be given to any railroad in the State. 
The Governor told the applicants for this 
land ant that if two bills passed the 
Legislature he would veto them both, where- 
upon they turned in and killed the thirteen 
other competing measures, and so saved them- 
selves. ‘The Little Falls & Dakota in time 
will probably pass on between Big 
Stone Lake and Lake Traverse througn a 
natural gate to fertile country 
beyond. It will be nearly abreast 
here of three ‘other lines push- 
ing for the Missouri. The Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul has already run its Hast- 
ings & Dakota Branch past the southern end 
of Big Stone Lake, heading for the Missouri. 
The. Northwestern Road, pointing in the 
same direction, is at Lake Kampeska, further 
to the south. North of all, the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba have a line from 
Morris, on the old St. Paul & Pacific, to 
Brown’s Valley, which they threaten to run 
parallel to the Northern Pacific. With these 
four lines unrolling themselves over the 
prairie, there is little danger that tne fertile 
stretch south of the Northern Pacific 
and east of the Misseuri will not 
get its fair share of railroad facilities. 
The country is good, especially along the 
valleys of the Jim River and the Missouri, 
and as long as money flows like water to 
build railroads, and men follow by the thou- 
sands to populate the prairies, these roads 
will push towards the Pacific. If there 
never comes another panic they will all get 
there. 3 f 

Everything is not cordial in the relations 
between the Manitoba Road and the North- 
ern Pacific. The former owns an interest in 
the St. Paul & Duluth, by which the North- 
ern Pacitie goes from St. Paal to Duluth, 
and owns the whole of the line between St. 
Paul and St. Cloud over which the Northern 
Pacific has to go to reach its own line. This 
it leases to the Northern Pacifie at 340,000 a 
year, but can terminate the lease ata month’s 
notice. The Northern Pacific owns no road 
of its own into St. Paul or Duluth. 
Hiere is to be seen one of the blunders 
of a previous administration which let 
slip its opportunities forsecuring both these 
roads,—one of which the Northern Pacitic 
once owned but lost by foreclosure. The 
Manitoba people have threatened that they 
will parallel any road the Northern Pacitic 
may build. They do not think there is room 
in the Northwest for any road but their own.

HYDE PARK. 

Numerous complaints from citizens living in 
the northern districts of the town have come in 
of late to the Controiler over the insutiicient 
supply of water. The present Water-Works en- 
gine, having a suction pipe of only sixteen 
inches in diameter, is incapable of pumping a 
sufficient supply during the summer months, It 
is alleged also that mang water consumers are 
grossly violating the rules governing the water 
supply by permitting their hose to be used dur- 
ing the middle of the day. Measures will be 
taken by the authorities to endeavor to put a 
stop to this. The pressure at the works during 
the hours of the day is at present sixty pounds. 
The Board of Trustees are now taking steps to- 
ward constructing other and larger works which 
will be in working order by November.

Fergus Falls and Pelican Rapids. Bold Jim 
Hill, of the Manitoba, “scooped” in this 
line between two days after it had been sur- 
veyed and graded by the Northern Pacific. 
Ile even used the ties that had been cut by 
the farmers under contract with the 
Northern Pacific. By such  proceed- 
ings as this and in other ways 
the Manitoba Road has shown a disposition 
to embarrass the Northern Pacific in every 
way within its power. One of their latest 
1 is to sell the road between St. 
aul and St. Cloud to the Northern Pacific, 

which, as it owns a majority of the stock of 
the Western Road between St. Cloud and 
Brainerd, would then be the happy possessor 
of a line all it®own from st. Paul north west. 
But besides wanting three prices, it is sur- 
mised that the Manitoba people intend to 
use the money they get to build a competing 
road from St. @loud to St. Paul, on the west 
side of the Mississippi. This is much the best 
bank for railroad business. It is ome of the 
probabilities that the Northern Pacific will 
not buy, but will build for itself on the west 
bank of the Mississippi, between St. Paul 
and St. Cloud, making an independent 
Paul for the whole Northern 
Pacific system, The recent purchase by the 
Manitoba syndicate of the charter of the 
Minneapolis & St. Cloud Road,—a paper 
»rolect, with a good franchise and a valua- 

le swamp land-grant,—foreshadows an in- 
tention to compete with the Northern Pacific 
in its eastward extension along the south 
shore of Lake Superior. This way lies the 
road'to the Sault Ste. Marie and the Straits 
of Mackinae. These are the natural ter- 
minal points of the Northern Pacific on the 
Upper Lakes. The Minneapolis & St. Clouds 
charter will enable the Manitoba Road to 
build to the south shore of Lake Superior, 
and the charter -is believed to have been 
bought for this purpose. Al! these demon- 
strations have not unnaturally excited 
bad feeling among the partisans of the 
Northern Pacific in Minnesota, but its 
managers do not share them. They go not 
believe in the Canadian theory that there is 
room for only one railroad between St. Paul 
and the rest of the worldd. They know their 
road has a great future, and a real present, 
and are content to let the Manitoba man- 
agers spend money in vain competition. A 
heavy share has been taken in the Canadian 
Pacific by the quadrilateral syndicate who 
control the Manitoba Road. It is the most 
unpromising railroad project now under way 
in North America, and it will sink all the 
money its entrepreneurs have to 2

TUE BUILDING BOOM. 

The new Hahnemann Hospital, on Cottage 
Grove avenue, near Twenty-eighth street, 
now building, will cost $15,000. 

A number of improvements are being 
made in the sixth-story of the Palmer House, 
the rooms being changed as to. size. 

A large planing-mill, with a capital of 
$50,000, has just been started on Ninety-fifth 
street, near the Calumet River, in South 
Chicago. 

The Criterion Theatre, on Sedgwick and 
Division streets, is ready to be plastered, and 


‘will be opened at the commencement of the 


fall season. 

J. W. Doane, the wholesale grocer, is 
building a $125,000 house on the cdrner of 
Prairie avenue and Eighteenth street. It 
will be roofed in two weeks. 

The walls of the Bridewell are being torn 
down and rebuilt, and the improvement 
when finished will cost $5,000. , 

A contract for the building of a two-foot 
brick sewer on Indiana avenue, between 
Thirty-ninth and Fifty-seventh streets, has 


been let for the sum of 816,050. 


S. II. Larmanie, the commission man, has 
just had plans finished for a house to be lo- 
cated on Fiftieth street, corner of Washing- 
ton avenue, Hyde Park, to cost 87,500. 

Dr. Smith is building a store and tene- 
ment, three stories and basement stone- 
front, 25x100 feet, at No. 526 West Madison 
street, to cost $10,000, 

The Foss estate is bufding three stores, 
stone-front, three stories and basement, on 
Madison, corner of Loomis street, which 
will cost $30,000, 

Messrs. McGraw & Downey are at work 
on Haverley’s Theatre, on Montoe street, 
working 150 men, and report over one-half 
ot the masonry and briek-work finished. The 
roof will be on in twenty-tive days, 

A sash-factory, four stories high and 125 
feet square, to be oceupied by William Stey- 
ens, has just been started on the corner of 
Twenty-second and Throop streets, to cost, 
when finished, $20,000, : 

Albert Munger is building four stores on 
Sedgwick, corner of Division street, which 
will cost 330,000, and be finished in two 
weeks. The building will be of pressed 
brick, three stories and basement. 

James J. Egan, the architect, has just fin- 
ished plans for a 350,000 building, stone 
front, live stories and basement, 381x100 feet, 
to be located on the south side of West Mad- 
ison street, between Union and Halsted 
streets. The building will contain two stores, 
one of which will be occupied by J. M. 
Smythe, the furniture-dealer, and will, witl 
one already up, make three of a block of 
five stores to be built. 

Work in tearing down the old Haverly 
Theatre—the site of the new First National 
Bank Building—has been pushed in dead 
earnest. The roof is off, and the walls will 
be down within a few days. The force em- 
ployed numbers 120 men. Nearly 200,000 
feet of lumber will be taken out of the old 
structure. In the new bank building which 
is to take its place, the Dearborn street foun- 
dation only will be used. 

West Madison. street presents a scene of 
remarkable aciivity in the building line just 
at this time. Ground was broken during the 
past week just east of the new building of 
the School Board, east of Halsted street, and 
by fall another great lot of business stores, 
with tenements above, will adorn the street. 
Directly opposit, just east of the northeast 
corner of Madison and Halsted streets, a 
handsomely-carved store building rose up to 
the skv-line, four floors up, during the week. 
Further west, especidily at the southeast cor- 
nerof Madison and Loomis streets, other 
brick and stone buildings of the first order 
are now rising, this one being up to the sec- 
ond floor. Within Kalf a block west three 
other fine stone buildings will be finished 
this summer. The improvement in the ap- 
pearance of the street during the past few 
years is certainly a noticeable one, and that 
itis to be kept up there seems to be no sort 
of doubt. 

The Rothschild building, on Monroe street, 
west of Franklin, one of the handsomest 
structures in a locality abounding in fine 
business blocks. will be occupied this week 
by the owners, Rothschild & Co,, wholesale 
clothiers. 

The Andrews building, on the northeast 
corner of La Salle street and Areade court, 
has been improved by the addition of a 
fourth floor and an elevator. The offices on 
the new floor were rented before the con- 
tract for the addition was let—another in- 
stance Of the desirability of La Saile street. 
oflice-room. With the removal of the Board 
of ‘Trade, the vacant spaces on La Salle 
street, south of Monroe, may be expected to 
fill up within a short time. 

The Ilyde Park Board of Trustees have 
advertised for bids for the construction of 
the new water-works. ‘They will be of grand 
proportions, and the appointments of the 
best. Eugines will be put in which will lift. 
9,000,000 gallons per day. The plans are not“ 
yet drawn: only the initiatory step of get- 
ting estimates having becn taken as yet. ‘The 
works are expected to cost about »200,000, 
Work will be commenced as soon as possl- 
bie, and it is designed to have everything 
completed and in operation by next winter. 

W. E. Curtis is building a residence, &, 
two stories in hight, of plain Gothic, on Su- 

rior street, near Cass. The front is of 

*hiladelphia brick with trimmings of brown 
stone. ‘The exterior and interior are very 
attractive, and the arrangement of the latter 
such as to conduce towards the cozy and the 
comtortable. 4 

Mr. Gregory Vigeant is maturing plans for 
Archbishop Feehan’s residence on Déar- 
born avenue, near Lincoln Park., The 

ilding will be of stone, and proinises to be 
one of the principal ornaments of the city. 
His Grace will probably occupy it this fall. 
The same architect has just finished the 
lans for the clergy-house adjoining the 
toman Catholic Cathedral at Superior and 
streets. The house will adjoin the 
Cathedral at the southeast corner closely 
abutting on the chancel walls. ‘The entrance 
will be on Superior street, with a frontage 
of some forty feet, while on Cass street 
the imposing wall will extend 100% feet. 
A prominent feature of the very attractive 
residence will be a tower, in the Renaissaree 
style, rising near the intersecttion of the 
streets. The material will be broken ashlar,’ 
and the doorways and windows will be high- 
ly ornamental. Within the accommodations 
will be suflicient for the Vicar-General and 
the whole Cathedral staff of clergy. The 
house will be finished some time next sum- 


mer, and promises to be in all respects a 


fitting addition te that beautiful piece of 
architecture the Cathedral itself. 

The walls of the new Church of the Ascen- 
ston, at the corner of Elm and La Salle 
streets, are going up slowly but surely. Some 
modifications have been made in the original 
plans, and the church promises, when fin- 
ished, to be one of the most attractive in the 
city. The present church will be the chapel 
in the completed building, which is expected 
to be finished in the fall or early next spring. 

The New Jerusalem Churely on East Jack- 
son street, will probably be finished so. as to 
be ready for occupancy this fall, when the 
congregation’s lease of Ilorshey Hall is un- 
derstood to expire. The new edifice will give 
the city another amung the very few down- 
town churches. ö 

The work of rearranging and rehabilitating 
the Michigan Avenue Baptist Chureh, hence- 
forth to be known as the Immanuel Baptist 
Church, is progressing rapidly, and the re- 
unneled-edilice will be ready for occupation 
by the date assigned, early in the fall. As 
has been stated before, the whole interior 
will be thrown into one large audience room, 
extensive enough to acecommodute one of the 
largest congregations in Chicago. 

The plans for the mw oflice building of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Com- 
pany, to be erected on the northeast corner 


of Adams and Franklin streets, are nearly 


completed, and the work of construction 
will probably commence in a few days. 
When tnished the Company's structure 
will be one of the most convenient and ele- 
gant buildings in the city, if not in the coun- 
try. The ground on which this new edifice 
is to rise has a dimension of 1224¢ feet on 
Adams and 175 feet on Franklin street. The 
hight of the — e - to the cornice will be 
10> feet. „It will be absolutely fire-proof 
throughout. A full description of the plans 
was furnished in yesterday’s Trinune. The 
one objet in view has been to erect a build- 
ing solid and durable, with most perfect 
ventilation and sanitary arrangemente, good 
light, and conveniences in, every story. 
While the general effect will be not only 
substantial but elegant, it will be due to 
nothing in the way of meretricious orna- 
mentation, Which has been carefully avoided. 
The cost of the building cannot at present be 
given. The new structure will be a credit to 
the city and the choice location in which it 
is (o be erected, and will aptly meet the wants 
of the Company, which is now badly crowded 
in the building at the corner of Michigan 
avenue and Randelph street. It is expected 
that the officers will be able to move into their 
new quarters some time next spring.

With only a few acres of oakwood to 
start with we have now the most promising 
park forestry in America, with a mass of 
material for further use that will cover the 
unimproved portions with trees, shrubs, and 
vines in profusion,—a glorious promise for 
those who shall come after us. It is notin 
trees and shrubs alone that Chicago parks 


sare magnificent, but the floral decorations 


are unequaled. Not many of those who 
visit South Park have any idea of the care, 
forethought, and skill which are required to 
gather all the exquisitly-colored foliage 
that combines. to make up the mosaics 
seen in such profusion in the 
velvet sward. 
have been ransacked; small plants, insig- 
nificant in people's eyes for very commuon- 
ness, are gathered in by that “ picker-up of 
unconsidered trifles,”’ the wise florist, and 
help to make the living. glowing tapestry.

the park will have reached its hight. As 
yet many kinds of trees are on trial. It is 
not proved that they will flourish between 
the lake and rie winds. So far the flower- 
ing plants do best in those f 
the park which are nearest lake 
and most ex to the lake winds. 
Some trees, quite rare in this section, are be- 
ing tried, and so far successfully—mag- 
nolias, mulberries, and tulip trees. There 
are avenues of walnu sugar-maple, cut- 
leaved maple, red black 1 and 
various native and foreign trees, including 
the rugged old oaks, already growing on the 
ground, and many other species of native 
planting. The nurseries are a distinct sec- 
tion of the whole, and especially attractive to 
an intelligent observer from their number, 
excellent order, and condition. Between 
90,000 and 100,000 young trees and shrubs are 
now in the nursery, Mhile some 35,000 shrubs 
have been moved to different parts of the 


park. 

When the park is completed, the chain of 
lakes, fed as they will be, by a broad canal 
direct from Lake Michigan, will make the 
finest pleasure ground in the world. A chil- 
dren’s playground and farmerage is now be- 
ing constructed; that is, an elevation of 
twenty-five to thirty feet is being made, south 
of Pavilion Parkway, on Lafayette avenue, 
for the benefit of the little ones. Here, too, 
will placed music pavilion. The 
“Ramble,” the Lovers’ Lane,” and the ever- 
green glades afford delightful places of rest. 

The roadways are simply perfection. From 
the market-gardener’s wagon, filled on Sun- 
day with his wife and children, to the dainty 
phaeton, holding a tiny boy and girl, there is 
no vehicle known to the country that does 
not enter free, and its inmates enjoy to the 
uttermest all that the wisdom and generosity 
of a weeny city have provided for their 
comfort and pleasure. 

The beginning of the parksin Chicago is in 
the Stock-Yards. In this the city has not a 
rival on the face of the earth, for nowhere 
else could such a cheap and plentiful fertil- 
izer be provided at ourwery doors. To bring 
this vast amount of material to the park 
— — horses are employed in the win- 
ter. Huge mounds are brought to conven- 
jent points, and every foot of ground that is 
laid: down in turf or planted to trees and 
shrubs is made as rich as experience shows 
is required for the particular kind of plant- 
ing intended. For the floral decorations 
something like twelve propagating houses 
are required, each fifty feet long and eight 
feet broad. These are heated by steam. 
The work of improving the park by _ tree- 
planting, floral decorations, etc., is under the 
superintendence of Mr. Fr. Kaust, who has 


achieved no little reputation by the success: 


which has attended his labors in beautifying 
and adorning this favorit breathing-spot.
